The Convention War of Signs 

Billboards Will front Gay 
Convention Presence 

Opposing Gay Views to Greet/Grouse 
Delegates 

The Gay presence at this summer’s Democratic Conven¬ 
tion might escalate (or degenerate) into the war of billboards. 
This week two groups — one made up of protesters and the 
other protesting the protesters — laid plans to put up giant 
billboards to shout out their opposing points of view. 


With the promise of a giant 
billboard, Russell Alley will be 
making his own kind of stand for 
Gay rights during the July 
Democratic Convention. Dis¬ 
turbed by the reactions he 
believes people will have to the 
planned march and demonstra¬ 
tion, Alley got Foster & Kleiser 
to donate a billboard across the 
street from the Hilton Hotel dur¬ 
ing the convention week for a 
message from the Gay commu¬ 
nity 


The message Alley will pro¬ 
claim is aimed to have opposite 
effect from the demonstrations 
being planned. The copy reads, 
“Best Wishes for a successful 
convention from the Men and 
Women of San Francisco’s Gay 
community.” Russell Alley says 
he is trying to “put out.a positive 
image” of San Francisco Gays. 

Alley is well aware that his 
concept is in direct contrast to 
the planned demonstrations. To

Governor George Deukmejian 
vetoed AB-1, the Gay job rights 
bill, on Tuesday afternoon after 
it had been passed by the state 
Assembly (42-35.) and Senate 
(22-16). The measure had finally 
passed the legislature after an 
8-year effort by its author, 
Assemblyman Art Agnos. 

The governor gave three basic 
reasons for his veto: 

No Need: He said no real 
need had been proven that 
homosexuals are discriminated 
against in employment. Cited 
were cities where there is such 
legislation but where few com¬ 
plaints have been filed. He also 
said only two complaints had 
been filed with the state person¬ 
nel board, although there is an 
executive order barring discrimi¬ 
nation in state employment. The 
governor said, “Homosexuals 
are widely represented and ac¬ 
cepted throughout California’s 
work force, even without any 
special laws.” 

Gay advocates agreed that it 
has been difficult to document 
cases of discrimination when so 
few homosexuals have come “out 
of the closet.” In most cases of 
job discrimination the reason for 
the mistreatment is clouded in 
employee explanations that have 
no bearing on sexual orientation. 
Numerous cases of alleged indi¬ 
vidual Gay discrimination were 
paraded before legislative com¬ 
mittees — but the hard statistics 
were not there. 

Special Protection: AB-1 
would have added “sexual orien¬ 
tation” to the long list of minori¬ 
ties and classes that can com¬ 
plain to the state if they are 
discriminated against. In effect, 
it barred such discrimination 
. . . The governor said he 
thought it was wrong to include 
people in this “specially pro¬ 
tected class” because of their 
sexual orientation. The implica¬ 
tion is that Gay people would be 
given “special” consideration 
that is denied to others. 

People Divided: Deukme¬ 
jian urged that he had received 
over 90,000 letters and telephone 
calls and that “they reflect a 
strong difference of opinion.” He 
emphasized that in one major 
Gay rights case the state Su¬ 
preme Court had divided 4-3 
and that the public had rejected 
an initiative in 1978 that would 
have barred Gay school teachers 
by a 53%-42% margin. His rea¬ 
soning was that, by vetoing, he 
ended the division. 

While any controversy divides 
people, the governor knew that 
his signing of AB-1 would create 
a special problem. Many of his 
supporters had announced that 
they would introduce a referen¬ 
dum to take AB-1 off the books 
in the November election if he 
signed. That would have con¬ 
tinued the statewide debate 
through 1984. 


Assemblyman Agnos pledged 
to re-introduce AB-1 again in 
January 1985. He said, “I am 
heartbroken. This bill was de¬ 
feated by a group of bigoted 
Bible-thumpers ... I will con¬ 
tinue to introduce this bill until 
it becomes the law of the land. 
This is not the end of the strug¬ 
gle for Gay civil rights. I have 
not given up on the governor. I 
believe he is a sincere and earn¬ 
est man. Each of us recognizes 
when we come across an historic 
opportunity. I regret and feel 
sorry for the governor because he 
didn’t take advantage of this.”

The governor, conservative 
opponents, and Gay Rights ad¬ 
vocates all knew what was more 
important than the specifics of 
the legislation. It was a symbolic 
message that homosexuals 
should be accepted and given 
equal treatment. It was signifi¬ 
cant that the major opposition 
group to AB-1 was “The Family 
Coalition” which emphasized 
that the traditional, nuclear 
family was threatened by such 
legislation. They were correct. 
Gay Rights legislation indirect¬ 
ly attempts to include Gay peo¬ 
ple within the eoncept of “fam- 
ily-’ i( i,ntinned on next page) 


According to the indictment, 
Kerr “advertised and held him¬ 
self up as practicing a system of 
treating the sick without having 
a license to act as a physician or 
surgeon, nor having any license 
issued by the (state) Board of 
Medical Quality Assurance 
(BMQA),” in violation of Sec¬ 
tion 2052 of the state Business

DA Indicts Gay Priest on

An openly Gay Episcopal priest has been indicted by the 
San Francisco District Attorney on charges of practicing 
medicine without a license, the Bay Area Reporter learned 
last week. 

The Rev. Richard Kerr, a practitioner and advocate of 
homeopathic healing, was accused of claiming that he had 
a cure for AIDS, herpes and other diseases that presently have 
no cure in conventional medicine. 

Kerr was the central figure of a controversy last year over 
an emergency food-to-the-poor program at Trinity Church. 






















Governor Vetoes AIM I Veto Protest Staged in Castro

The primary workers for 
AB-1 were a dedicated few aides 
to Senator David Roberti (who 
introduced the legislation in the 
Senate), Assemblyman Agnos, 
and several other legislators and 
longtime Gay rights politicl ad¬ 
vocates across the state. 

The whole of the Gay com¬ 
munity did not get involved in 
the AB-1 struggle, although 
there were many attempts to in¬ 
volve the Gay public. This lack 
of interest was partly due to more 
general acceptance of Gay peo¬ 
ple and the fact that most Gay 
people remain private on the job 
about their sexual orientation. 

The pro-AB-1 effort was not 
concentrated in San Francisco, 
often portrayed as the Gay Capi¬ 
tal of the World, where Gay peo¬ 
ple are generally accepted as a 
reality if not understood. The 
battle lines were in the other 57 
California counties where homo¬ 
sexuals are not as accepted and 
the religious Right has stronger 
political ties. While most of the 
major city newspapers support¬ 
ed AB-1 (with four editorials for 
it in the Los Angeles Times) 
many small town newspapers 
were against it and carried the 
syndicated editorial commen¬ 
taries of homophobic Senator 
II.L. Richardson. 

ALARMED BY 
DISTORTIONS 

Homophobic Senator H.L. 
Richardson stooped to bring 
AIDS into the controversy as he 
strongly implied that employers 
would be forced to hire homosex¬ 
uals with AIDS and thus be ex¬ 
posed to the disease by touch. 
Alarmed Christians in some 
churches heard ministers talk of 
the coming Sodom and Gomor¬ 
rah if AB-1 became law. 

Some people were led to be¬ 
lieve that there would be quotas 
set so employers would be forced 
to hire a specific percentage of 
Gay people. One employer told 
this reporter that he would close 
his business, employing 326 peo¬ 
ple, rather than be “forced” to 
hire homosexuals under AB-1. 

The political Right and many 
religious conservatives distorted 
w hat the bill was all about. In 
reality, AB-1 was a very simple 
piece of legislation. The bill add¬ 
ed “sexual orientation” to the 
state code that prohibits employ¬ 
ment discrimination because of 
“race, religious creed, color, na¬

tional origin, ancestry, physical 
handicap, medical condition, 
marital status, sex, or age.” It ex¬ 
plained that there were no hiring 
quotas or affirmative action “in¬ 
tended or required.” 

There were exceptions put in 
the proposed legislation to avoid 
some earlier attacks by business 
and religious groups. AB-1 ex¬ 
empted businesses with fewer 
than five employees plus schools, 
churches, and nonprofit busi¬ 
nesses run by churches. 

AB-1 put the burden of proof 
on the person making the com¬ 
plaint and established that the 
state Department of Fair Hous¬ 
ing and Employment process 
complaints. 

ART AGNOS 

Agnos, a straight married 
man with two children, was 
more determined and dedicated 
to passing AB-1 than any Gay 
activist in the state. He spent 
long hours away from his family 
speaking in all parts of the state 
in an attempt to activate a rela¬ 
tively complacent Gay commu¬ 
nity. Agnos and his hardworking 
Gay and straight staff traveled 
from San Diego to Yreka and in¬ 
land through the valley.

The lists of church leaders, 
labor unions, business groups 
and elected politicians grew to 
where reluctant legislators began 
to pay closer attention. Tele¬ 
phone calls and personal visits to 
legislators by selected people 
w ho were chosen because of their 
expertise or friendship with the 
legislators. The orchestrating 
went on for months with Agnos 
in charge and keeping the legis¬ 
lative vote tally. When he had the 
votes on the floor, he called up 
the bill. 

Gay Democratic activists 
across the state took an active 
role in passing in AB-1 with trips 
made to Sacramento to lobby 
legislators. Significant contacts 
with Republican legislators were 
made by the local Gay Concern¬ 
ed Republicans for Individual 
Rights and the Los Angeles- 
based Log Cabin Republicans. 
Two surprises surfaced when 
two unexpected GOP legislators 
supported the bill — Assembly- 
man William Filante in the 
Assembly and former LA Police 
Chief Ed Davis in the Senate. 

The passage of AB-1, first in¬ 
troduced by the author in 1977, 
squeaked through the Assembly 
and the Senate. The same thing 
happened with Assemblyman 
Willie Brown’s consensual sex 
bill when it finally won passage 
in 1975. However, Brown had 
Governor Jerry Brown. Agnos 
had Deukmejian. 

GEORGE DEUKMEJIAN 

The governor is a dedicated 
family man who believes strong¬ 
ly in the flag, motherhood and 
apple pie. He is an Armenian, 
Episcopalian, and proud that he 
pulled himself up “by the boot¬ 
straps.” He is also very indepen¬ 
dent. For example, when his 
Bishop, Robert Rusack, called 
this week (at the request of Los 
Angeles activist Morris Right) 
to urge him to sign AB-1, he 
thanked him for his input — and 
then vetoed the bill. 

Deukmejian is also careful 
about important matters. Al¬ 
though he received over 3,000 
telephone calls and 5,000 letters 
daily (overwhelmingly favoring 
a veto) he took his time deciding. 
His staff was tied up with AB-1, 
feeding the governor reports and 
analyses from state cabinet 
members and lawyers. He lis¬ 
tened to Agnos more than once, 
chatted with the perennial mor¬ 
alistic lobbyist Rev. W.B. 
Timberlake, and many others 
about the bill. The public may

It could have been a replay of the big Gay protests of the 
late '70s, but it wasn't. The people weren't there. 

At its height, the demonstration Tuesday night to protest 
the veto of the state Gay job rights bill attracted about 350 
people to Castro Street. By the time the protesters had 
marched down Market and Polk Streets to Civic Center Plaza, 
the crowd had thinned to 250. There may have been more 
police than protesters surrounding the State Building, where 
the protest culminated. 


“I don’t think a lot of people 
knew about it — many are still 
in the process of finding out,” 
said quintessential protest 
marcher Howard Wallace, who 
has by his own estimation 
“marched in hundreds of these 
things” over the past 15 years. 
“But the spirit is terrific,” he 
said. 

For a small crowd, it was in¬ 
deed spirited, and the marchers 
made a noise bigger than their 
numbers would indicate. From 
Castro down Market to Van 
Ness, up Van Ness to Sacramen¬ 
to and back down Polk to Civic 
Center, they blew whistles and 
horns', shouted and sang, and 
chanted slogans such as “Gay 
Rights Now” and “Nuke the 
Duke.” 

It had all the classic features 
of a San Francisco Gay protest: 
Cleve Jones with a bullhorn 
shouting, “Out of the bars and 
into the streets;” the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence leading 


with a banner; two city super¬ 
visors — Carol Ruth Silver and 
Bill Maher — showing up to ad¬ 
dress the rally, to a lukewarm 
response. But for the most part, 
the masses that might have made 
up the bulk of the demonstration 
stayed on the sidewalks, or got 
out of the streets and into the 
bars. 

Organizers decided at 4 p.m. 
to call a rally and protest — only 
three hours before the event was 
to begin. And all afternoon, rain 
squalls moved across the city, 
clearing at 6:15 p.m. 

At 6, Bill Camilo, Third 
World Caucus Chair for the 
Alice B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club, stood at the 
corner of 18th and Castro in 
front of a hastily made poster, 
shouting, “Protest the Veto of 
AB-1 — Rally at Market and 
Castro, 7 p.m.” Leaflets didn’t 
arrive until 6:20, and five 
minutes later, Camilo finally got 
a bullhorn to broadcast his an¬ 
nouncement. ■

never know if the governor’s ap¬ 
parently endless search for the 
truth was real or whether he had 
made his decision earlier. 

Richardson said recently that 
the governor had shown a con¬ 
cern about “the general view of 
California that is held by the 
business community outside of 
California” and predicted the 
governor would veto. Others pre¬ 
dicted the veto, arguing that the 
governor would not alientate his 
natural constituency, the conser¬ 
vatives. 

However, many Gay activists 
and Agnos himself believed that 
Deukmejian might, at the least, 
sit out the 12-day waiting period 
and let the bill become law with¬ 
out his signature. When the gov¬ 
ernor said he would not do that 
— but would do something ear¬ 
lier, he still waited until the 11th 
day. 

The governor encouraged civil 
liberty and Gay rights advocates 
when he said that the jobs bill 
was “entirely different” than the 
earlier consensual sex bill. 
Deukmejian had led the floor 
fight against that bill in 1975 
when he was in the Assembly, 
but he did not rescind Governor 
Brown’s executive order giving 
job rights to state employees 
when he became governor. 
Deukmejian also met with nu¬ 
merous people who supported 
AB-1, including some Gay ac¬ 
tivists. He reportedly demon¬ 
strated considerable charm and 
asked a variety of questions. The 


fact that he waited so long, 
rather than vetoing the bill 
earlier, was also encouraging. 

REFERENDUM AVOIDED 

The governor’s veto avoided a 
possible referendum to take 
AB-1 off the books. Two sena¬ 
tors, Richardson and John Doo¬ 
little (R-Citrus Heights), an¬ 
nounced that they would garner 
over 500,000 signatures in 90 
days to place the issue on the 
ballot in November. They would 
have been joined by “The Fam¬ 
ily Coalition,” a recently formed 
Santa Monica group that had 
called AB-1 “an open attack on 
the family.” 

Concerned Citizens Business 
Group had been formed in the 
Southland to get the signatures 
for the referendum if the gover¬ 
nor signed. This reporter attend¬ 
ed a press conference called by 
its founder, Don Bierman, in 
Los Angeles earlier this week. 
The organizer was in a near¬ 
panic stage as he related how 
men would begin to dress as wo¬ 
men on the job and how males 
would approach other males in 
employee rest rooms if AB-1 
passed. Bierman nervously call¬ 
ed AB-1 “Bill 81.” He remained 
staunch while fifteen reporters 
and television camera operators 
openly laughed through much of 
his maniacal presentation. Bier¬ 
man can now relax until next 
year when AB-1 will be again in¬ 
troduced. ■

the incident to join Britt to 
deliver a slamming broadside 
against the Planning Commis¬ 
sion. She concluded that the 
Planning Commission simply 
doesn’t have what it takes to be 
sensitive to the needs of the 
many communities throughout 
the city. She seized the oppor¬

committes. These groups would 
examine communities through¬ 
out the city. 

On February 27, the Board of 
Supervisors voted 10 to 1 to over¬ 
rule the Planning Commission 
and allow Dr. Stephen Baker to 
continue his medical practice at 
his 19th Street and Castro ad¬ 
dress. ■

Roberti Announces 2nd AIDS 
Committee Appointment 


Sen. David Roberti,( D- 
Hollywood), announced last 
week his second Senate Rules 
Committee appointment to the 
AIDS Advisory Committee to 
the State Department of Health 
Services. His aide Stan Hadden 
was his choice. 

The AIDS Advisory Commit¬ 
tee was established by Roberti’s 
Senate Bill910, which became 
law on January 1, 1984. 

Appointee Stan Hadden has 
been bringing the concerns of 
AIDS-related agencies to the 
Legislature and to the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services since 
early 1983. He is a member of 
the Board of Directors, 
Sacramento AIDS Foundation 
and has done extensive work 
with the Lesbian and Gay com¬ 


munity organizations to share 
AIDS resources and informa¬ 
tion. 

Hadden assisted the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services in re¬ 
writing a 1983 proposal so that 
agencies providing AIDS-re- 
lated servicces could compete 
with county health departments 
in the state’s AIDS grant fund¬ 
ing process. He has been active 
in a number of Gay organiza¬ 
tions in Sacramento since 1978. 
He serves on the staff of Rober¬ 
ti, who recommended him. 

The advisory committee will 
work with the Department of 
Health Services until July 1, 
1986. Appointments by the 
Speaker of the Assembly and by 
the Governor to the Committee 
have not yet been made. ■

The San Francisco Planning Commission almost blasted a model Gay business right out of 
the water. Late last year they began the procedure to put dermatologist Stephen Baker out of 
his unique business location at Castro and 19th Streets. 

With the help of Harry Britt, Louise Renne, and virtually the entire Board of Supervisors, 
he won and won big. 


Britt raised the question of 
whether the Planning Commis¬ 
sion was “doing what it is sup¬ 
posed to do.” He pointed out that 
the commission is having prob¬ 
lems making special use districts 
work in all areas of the city ex¬ 
cept Union Street. The super¬ 
visor asked why a property con¬ 
verted from residential to 
business in 1978 was only now 
being questioned. Predictably, 
the planning Commission had 
few answers. 


At the board meeting, Super¬ 
visor Louise Renne chose to use 


Dr. Baker’s problems began 
last fall when San Francisco 
building inspectors posted a 
notice trying to close his 
business. The building inspec¬ 
tors saw what they thought was 
a problem when they viewed 
Baker’s offices in what was 
formerly a residence. The offices 
were added by High Gear back 
in 1978 to compliment their 
Castro area location. Dr. Baker 
moved in to the offices in 1980. 
Only after four years, the 
building inspectors got around to 
looking. They told Baker he had 
to move. 

For Dr. Baker it wasn’t that 


simple. His efforts were the 
model of the business that finds 
a need and fills it. His business 
is treating diseases of the skin. 
There was no competition in the 
immediate area. Searching in 
vain for a regular doctor’s office, 
he settled on the scenic location 
at Castro and 19th Street. Baker 
then began a regular advertising 
campaign in the Bay Area 
Reporter. He built up a 
respected and successful 
business in the Castro area. 

On January 5 the City Plan¬ 
ning Commission met and ruled 
against Dr. Baker. He then had 


until February 27 to mount a 
defense as his case moved to the 
Board of Supervisors. 

In a classic case of business 
iniative he went into action. He 
got over 2,000 people to sign a 
petition. He checked his patient 
list and found that over 45% liv¬ 
ed in the immediate postal zip 
code. He got residents in the area 
to sign petitions. He took all his 
material and went to the super¬ 
visors for help. 

Harry Britt’s office started the 
ball rolling. They put the pieces 
together from the Gay Castro 
business, and stacked anyway it 
was unfair against the business. 
To the Supervisor it became ob¬ 
vious that the decision of the 
Planning Commission was made 
without any sensitivity toward 
the doctor’s business or the 
Castro business area. 
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Dutch Statesman Speaks on 
the Sexuality of Children

“Children give consent or refuse to give consent all the time, about everything. They let you 
know if they do not like -something or it is pleasing to them. There must always be consent — 
before and during activity. The child must be completely respected." 

The speaker was one of the Netherlands' most respected citizens, Dr. Edward Brongersma. 
He told the monthly meeting of the local North American Man/Boy Love Association (N AMBLA} 
that children can he very loving and very sexual with adults — an acceptable fact of life in the 
Netherlands. Seventy in attends 


Gay activists in the United 
States have deliberately attempt¬ 
ed to ignore NAMBLA and 
underage Gay people for fear 
they will be branded as “child 
molesters.” Children are not 
recognized as being sexual in this 
society and the public (including 
Gay people) in this country 
severely condemns adult/child 
sex relations. 


In one of its most dramatic 
political defeats in history, singer 
Anita Bryant successfully fright¬ 
ened Miami voters in 1977 by 
implying homosexuals were 
“child molesters.” Her campaign 
was “Save Our Children." The 
Gay activists responded by in¬ 
sisting that few of them did have 
sex with children and that they 
also deplored such activity. 


Former Dutch Member of Parliament and expert on pedophiles , Dr. Edward

DK. BRONGERSMA 


Brongersma has written nu¬ 
merous books and magazine 
articles on child/adult sex rela¬ 
tions and is a recognized inter¬ 
national authority on the sub¬ 
ject. The doctor of law has 
taught in his country ’s univer¬ 
sities and served in its national 
Senate for 19 years. 

He left the Senate in 1950 
w hen he was arrested for having 
sexual relations with a 16-year- 
old. He served 11 months in jail. 


The law had prohibited sex be¬ 
tween those over and below 21 
years of age. The law was 
changed in 1950, lowering the 
age limit to 16. Brongersma won 
back his seat in the Senate, retir¬ 
ing to open a law office in 1978. 
In 1975 he was knighted by 
Queen Juliana, receiving his 
country ’s highest honor for his 
service on criminal justice and 
family problem commissions. 

The attorney said that child¬ 


ren should have sexual freedom, 
that they are capable of making 
choices about whom they wish to 
love and have sex with. This, he 
explained, was acceptable fact 
throughout Europe and Eng¬ 
land until scientific progress and 
the intrusion of the church be¬ 
gan to limit children’s sexuality. 
Brongersma said that the days of 
Romeo and Juliet (who were 
children) began to change and 
the age of consent and the age at 
which children and adults could 


BAPHR Mounts Weekend Health Flair 


The Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights, an organization 
of Lesbian and Gay physicians, 
will be coordinator for this-year’s 
health fair, which is being desig¬ 
nated “Health Aware Fair, 
1984." The fair is to be held in 
conjunction with Health Center 
#1. Major sponsors for the fair 
are the Golden Gate Business 
Association, Bay Area Career 
Women, and the Lyon-Martin 
Clinic. March 17-18 is the 
weekend, 9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m., at 
Health Center #1, 3850 17th St. 

The fair will be staffed by 
physicians, podiatrists, dentists, 


other health professionals, and 
other volunteers donating their 
time to make this year's Health 
Fair a success. There will be 
special attention directed to Les¬ 
bian and Gay health concerns as 
in past years. 

For men, a station will provide 
genital and rectal examinations. 
Gonorrhea and syphilis screen¬ 
ing will be done. Additionally, 
there will be an AIDS informa¬ 
tion and resource station. 

Of general interest will be sta¬ 
tions screening for high blood 
pressure, anemia, urinalysis, eye 


checks for glaucoma, foot dis¬ 
orders, dental and oral prob¬ 
lems, skin disorders, and men¬ 
tal health problems. 

For those interested in having 
an automated analysis of their 
blood chemistries (including 
blood sugar, cholesterol, liver 
tests, kidney tests, and others), 
there will be a blood drawing sta¬ 
tion providing this service as in 
past years. The participant 
ideally should fast eight hours 
prior to having his or her blood 
drawn. 

In addition to the AIDS infor¬ 
mation station, health profes¬ 
sionals will be available to pro¬ 
vide information on other health 
related topics such as nutrition. 
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marry were raised. 

Netherlands dropped its age 
of consent to 16 in 1971 with 
wide support from youth groups, 
socialists, attorneys, and the 
church itself. It passed the legis¬ 
lature 150-5. In 1980 a law was 
adopted which made it legal for 
children 12-16 to have sex with 
an adult if the child initiated the 
act. 

The speaker said that the 
commander of the police vice 
squad in the Netherlands’ sec¬ 
ond largest city, Rotterdam, 
testified during the hearings on 
law reform that he urged his of¬ 
ficers to not arrest adults who 
have sex with children unless the 
parents request it. Brongersma 
said children are usually more 
traumatized by the discovery 
and resulting legal problems 
than they are by the acts. 

The attitude in the Nether¬ 
lands, the attorney said, is that 
sex is joyous and that whether it 
is woman/boy or man/boy rela¬ 
tions it is “a very positive thing.” 
He said that with girls it is a dif¬ 
ferent situation but he did not 
elaborate. 

Brongersma said that it is 
wrong to believe that sex is evil, 
that sex is wrong. However, he 
emphasized, many other coun¬ 
tries are not as liberal as the 
Netherlands. They believe child¬ 
ren should be “protected” from 
sex. He said the United States 
had a reputation in Europe as 
being very restrictive about all 
sexual matters. 

When asked about children’s 
exposure to pornography, the at¬ 
torney urged that it can be very 
useful as an educational tool. He 
said children are not damaged 
by seeing sexual acts portrayed 
or reading about them. Child¬ 
ren, he said, accept or reject such 
material — depending on 
whether they find it interesting 
at the moment. (There are no 
restrictions on pornography in 
the Netherlands.) 

TWO COURT CASES 

Brongersma illustrated how 


the courts react to adult/child 
sex cases in his country. The at¬ 
torney represents adult males in 
such cases' and illustrated his 
talk with two recent cases: 

The man, 30, was accused of 
having sex w ith a boy of 10 and 
two tw in boys, 11. The prosecu¬ 
tor argued that the man should 
not go to prison. He was sen¬ 
tenced to three weeks probation 
and received a $313 fine. He ap¬ 
pealed and won. The case was 
dropped. 

Another man, 30, was ac¬ 
cused of having sex with a con¬ 
senting boy of 10. The prosecu¬ 
tor said he should have been 12 
under state law. The man prom¬ 
ised only to have sex with boys 
over 12 in the future and so 
received a minor sentence . . . 
However, shortly thereafter he 
was arrested for having sex with 
a 7-year-old. The judge was 
angry and ordered an investiga¬ 
tion. The boy ’s mother said the 
child asked for the man daily 
and missed him. The prosecutor 
then demanded a 4 months sen¬ 
tence, 3 months probation. The 
judge sentenced him to 2 months 
and gave him no probation. 

Brongersma was asked if 
children introduced to male/ 
male sex became homosexuals. 
He answered that they are un¬ 
effective as to sexual orientation. 
The attorney said he had talked 
with at least 50 men in his life¬ 
time that had homosexual ex¬ 
periences as children and who 
later practiced heterosexuality. 

The Netherlands speaker con¬ 
cluded. “Primitive tribes show 
us a lot about sex. Homosexual 
acts between adults and children 
are often understood.” However, 
he related, in most countries sex 
between adults and children is 
forbidden, with severe penalties 
for those adults who attempt 
such activity. This is tragic to 
Brongersma, as numerous books 
spell out that children are sexual 
beings but that they are denied 
sexual activity. He concluded, 
“Children should be kissed and 
fondled, not out of duty, but out 
of love.” H 


Norman Picks Campaign Manager 


Friends of Pat Norman for 
Supervisor has selected its cam¬ 
paign manager. The committee 
announced last week that it has 
contracted with political and 
management consultant Carole 
Seller Norris to manage Nor¬ 
man’s campaign for SF super¬ 
visor. 

Norris served as manager of 
East Bay Assemblyman Tom 
Bates’ successful re-election 
campaign in 1982; and, in 1980, 
Norris chaired the statewide No¬ 
on-10 campaign — a successful 
campaign to preserve local gov¬ 
ernment jurisdiction over rental 
legislation. She is past chair of 
the California Housing Action & 
Information Network. Norris 
also has worked as a paid lobby¬ 
ist in Sacramento. 

“Pat’s candidacy is par¬ 


ticularly important at this time,” 
Norris said, in explaining her 
decision to accept the campaign 
manager position. “Not only na¬ 
tionally, but locally, we’re wit¬ 
nessing a piecemeal erosion of 
democratic principles and an in¬ 
crease in government by ‘rubber- 
stamp.’ If we’re to reverse this 
trend, we need progressive voices 
raised in government, as well as 
in the neighborhoods and at 
community meetings. Pat Nor¬ 
man is one of those necessary 
progressive voices. She’s a clear 
thinker and a capable adminis¬ 
trator, with vision and courage. 
We need her at City Hall.”

SIDRA Enters Case On 
Behalf of Gay Judge 


National Gay Rights Advo¬ 
cates has filed a brief in the Min¬ 
nesota Supreme Court urging 
that a judge not be dismissed 
simply because he is Gay. The 
case involves Crane Win ton, a 
District Court Judge in Hen¬ 
nepin County, Minnesota. The 
Board on Judicial Standards, in 
recommending Winton’s remov¬ 
al, concluded that “A homosex¬ 
ual may be a judge only if he or 
she is celibate.” 

Leonard Graff, NGRA Legal 
Director, said Judge Winton was 
being subjected to an unfair dou¬ 
ble standard. “In Minnesota,” 


Graff said, “the same sexual ac¬ 
tivity is illegal for Gays and 
Straights. Yet, straight judges 
have not been asked to vow not 
to engage in that type of sex.” 

NGRA Executive Director 
Jean O’Leary added: “It seems 
fairly obvious that Judge Win- 
ton is being treated differently 
simply because he is Gay. These 
outdated sex laws were never in¬ 
tended to be used as a measure 
of one’s ability to serve the 
public.” 

Judge Winton has been on the 
bench for 21 years and is highly 
respected by his colleagues. ■

and Professions Coda 

Violation of Section 2052 is a 
misdemeanor punishably by a 
fine of $500, six months in the 
county jail, or both. 

Nate James, the assistant 
district attorney handling the 
case, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that Kerr “claimed that he could 
cure diseases that conventional 
medicine cannot cure — partic¬ 
ularly AIDS and herpes.” 

James, who works in the DA’s 
consumer fraud unit, said that 
the District Attorney’s office 
acted after receiving a lengthy 
report by an investigator for the 
BMQA. 

In reviewing court records on 
the case, however, the Bay Area 
Reporter , was denied access to 
the BMQA investigator’s report, 
on the grounds that it was going 
to be used as evidence against 
Kerr. 

Moreover, the report con¬ 
tained Kerr’s home address, 
which under state law must be 
kept confidential. 

Kerr, who at press time did 
not have legal counsel, declined 


to comment directly on the case 
with the Bay Area Reporter on 
Fifth Amendment grounds, add¬ 
ing that the American Civil 
Liberties Union turned down his 
request for representation. 

However, Kerr released a copy 
of a letter he sent to District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith in which he 
charges that the arresting of¬ 
ficers “never advised me of my 
constitutional rights.” 

Kerr’s letter also charges that 
“at no time did the Board of 
Medical Quality Assurance or 
anyone in your office advise me 
of their opinion that I might be 
violating the law.” 

He denied that he represented 
himself as a physician, and de¬ 
clared that he is not “a person 
skilled in the diagnosis or treat¬ 
ment of diseases.” 

The Rev. Robert Cromey, rec¬ 
tor of Trinity Church, told the 
Bay Area Reporter Monday that 
at no time did Kerr claim to be 
a physician. He went on to say 
that he, himself, had received 
homeopathic therapy from Kerr 
and that it had “helped me a 
great deal.” 


Another Gay TV Show 
Looks to Going on the Air 

Viacom May Schedule Show This Month

Cromey said that if asked to 
do so, he would testify on Kerr’s 
behalf. Kerr is scheduled to ap¬ 
pear tomorrow (Friday) for a 
pre-trial hearing at the Hall of 
Justice. He is out on $1000 bail. 

The case spotlights a conflict 
between practitioners of holistic 


healing and the medical profes¬ 
sion, according to Kerr. In his 
letter to Smith, Kerr states that 
while conventional medicine 
treats specific diseases, “the 
holistic healing model treats the 
whole person.” 

Kerr cited a 1977 case against 


Dana Uliman, a holistic practi¬ 
tioner in Berkeley. Uliman was 
also accused of practicing 
medicine without a license. 

Uliman reached a settlement 
with Alameda County in which 
Ullman “Initiated a regular 
practice of contracting with 
clients in order to clarify the role 
of the non-medical practitioner,” 
and then refers clients to “licens¬ 
ed physicians for the diagnosis 
and treatment of pathology,” ac¬ 
cording to the settlement. 

In an unpublished November 
1983 letter to the editor of the 
Bay Area Reporter, Kerr states 
that his practice of homeopathy 
“is based on four years study 
with an M.D. in Livermore,” 
and that “no remedy I use is of 
‘prescription strength.' ” 

Kerr made headlines last Ju¬ 
ly when the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer published two stories 
reporting that the vestry of Trini¬ 
ty Church was conducting an 
audit of its emergency food dis¬ 
tribution project. 

The Examiner said that up to 
80% of $138,545 in funds ap¬ 
propriated to the project by the 
city was spent on staff salaries — 
including $36,000 for Kerr’s 
salary and $18,000 for his lover’s 
salary as “social service direc¬ 
tor.” 

Cromey told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the Examiner 
articles were “filled with inac¬ 
curacies.” Cromey, w ho was out 
of the country at the time the 
articles were published, said that 
while there was indeed an audit 
of the program, “there was no 
finding of any misappropriation 
of funds to the food program.”

Another full production Gay television magazine show may 
be arriving in San Francisco. A pilot television tape was 
delivered this week to Viacom Cablevision for possible air¬ 
ing later this month by Channel 6 on cable. The producers 
are “Couldn’t Be More Graphic,” who operate the television 
show on Castro Street near 18th. 


Gay TV has been seen — off 
and on — in San Francisco for 
years. The latest concepts of a 
Gay television magazine have 
been almost a year in the mak¬ 
ing. Viacom started the ball roll¬ 
ing again for a show last June. 
A contract was signed with 
Walter Rowen Associates. Their 
show was to have been called 
“NOW in San Francisco,” and 
promoters said it was to have 
been “a high quality nonporno- 
graphic program that is both 
topical and entertaining.” As 
great as the idea seemed, Walter 
Rowen and Viacom could never 
get the show off the ground. 

Last year another group, 
Couldn’t Be More Graphic, 
came on the scene. For the last 
several months they have been 
out shooting all over to\vn. Cur¬ 
rently their work is viewable next 
to Crown Books on Castro on a 
streetside video. The show is on 
a continuous loop and mixes a 
variety of clips. 

The proposed television show 
for Channel 6 is a half-hour ver¬ 
sion of what people now watch 
on Castro Street. The first show 
opens with shots of San Fran¬ 
cisco backed by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Men’s Chorus. It will 
be followed by David Kelsey and 
Pure Trash from the New Bell. 
An episode from their campy 
soap opera, “Pacific Heights,” 
will precede “Steve the Psychic” 
and “Aerobi-Guys.” Following 
some street interviews, the show 
winds up with an interview with 
United States Senator Alan 
Cranston. Cranston doesn’t talk 
about winning or losing, but 
about how Gays should get in¬ 
volved in the political process. 

If all goes well, the program 
will get its airing later this 
month. The producers are hop¬ 
ing for a Wednesday at 10 p.m. 
time slot so the show will more 
or less follow “Dynasty.” 

All involved acknowledge that 
it will be a small miracle if the 
show makes it on the air. Just 


when Viacom was ready to go, a 
key employee was injured and 
will be off the job ’til summer. 
Then the station announced it 
was moving its plant to another 
location in the city. At the same 
time, the Couldn’t Be More 
Graphic people were out pur¬ 
chasing new equipment to match 
proper tape sizes. 

On February 22, Tom Rosso 
at the graphic company received 
a disappointing letter from Via¬ 
com implying the program was 
on hold for at least six months. 
Barrett Giorgis, the director of 
programming for the station, 
sent the letter. He explained that 
the station wouldn’t be in a posi¬ 
tion to provide editing facilities. 
Rumors started to sprout that 
Viacom was homophobic and 
simply didn’t want such a show. 
Giorgis scotched the rumors by 
stating that one-third of their live 
programming at Channel 6 is the 
Gay show “Lovestyles.” 

Giorgis went further and 
working with Russo solved the 
editing problems. The program 
is now at Viacom waiting the 
decision about its airing. Giorgis 
commented that the first time 
they had a Gay show was back 
in 1975 when they paired a then 
long-haired Harvey Milk with Jo 
Daly. The show was called 
“Coming Out.” The station then 
aired a program called “Star¬ 
light Magazine” and currently 
features Judd Kohl in an inter¬ 
view show called “Lovestyles.” 

Other UHF stations have ex¬ 
perimented with Gay-produced 
shows over the past decade. The 
live shows were some of the most 
unpredictable video fare. All 
went to an early grave. Lack of 
financing, lack of a budget, and 
especially lack of advertisers are 
most often cited as the factors 
that brought down Gay TV 
shows. 

It is hoped that Viacom’s 
latest outreach will change the 
bad luck record of local Gay TV. 
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Time to look at 
your taxes?

A Duke Shrinks with a Veto 

I feel the same way today as I did the day Anita Bryant got 
the Dade County, Florida, Gay Rights bill overturned in 
1977. Lousy. 

In over 25 years of watching the shifting/sliding winds of 
California politics, I have never witnessed a high government 
official make such a retrogressive move as did Governor 
George Deukmejian this week. For the first time he reminded 
me of Governors Orville Faubus and George Wallace. In a 
sweep of his veto, Deukmejian broadcast that civil rights 
progress for Gays was dead in the water for the next three 
years. 

AB-1, some say, wasn't all that much, but as the days 
passed, it magnified into something much more. By last week 
it had swelled to a symbol of the advance or decline of minority 
rights. Its opponents were saying Gays shouldn't have it 
because we were — as a class — Godforsaken and diseased. 

Deukmejian this Tuesday did more than veto a bill, he 
trumpeted the startling message that H.L. Richardson is now 
the most powerful, the most feared man in Sacramento. On 
the turn of AB-1, Richardson (avowed homophobe, bigot, 
theocrat) hung his career and future. 

This sinister legislator belongs to the cast of historical 
travesties. He is the likes of Geneva's John Calvin in the 17th 
century who was well into setting up the City of God on earth. 
He is of the same stuffing as the Ayatollah Khomeini, who 
would have a nation, a state, a city run by the narrowly or¬ 
dained ministers of a vengeful God. A leader who thinks 
nothing of throwing a half-million boys and young men into 
the yaws of war. Richardson is one more God-rattling reform¬ 
ist, a purifier, and all such beads of bleach eventually purify 
by the sword. 

That George Deukmejian, a second generation Armenian 
— of a minority that has cried out for justice as the heirs to 
Turkish genocide of 75 years ago — could triumph to an an¬ 
them of injustice boggles my spirit.

By vetoing AB-1 Governor Deukmejian moves himself four¬ 
square into the hardening concrete of the enemy camp. He 
has bought into the hatred and hypocrisy of the fundamen¬ 
talist, religious right. 

Deukmejian, to his sorrow, will discover that he has bought 
into his nemesis. For Richardson will be a plague unto his ad¬ 
ministration's house. As Richardson's frontpiece, the new 
message goes to every minority, liberal, progressive, moderate, 
or constitutional conservative that George Deukmejian hence¬ 
forth eats at the same trough as the bigots (who, turn their 
collar once, are but a thread away from fascists . . . who are 
a thread away from the death squads). 

Deukmejian initiates three years of strife with the Gay/Les¬ 
bian community of California. He has laid down the gauntlet, 
which is now ours to pick up. When confronted by an 
announced enemy the Gay/Lesbian community has never been 
more magnificent. In unity we have triumphed over an Anita 
Bryant, over a John Briggs. 

I have no stomach for the battle. But it is here, and success 
will come when we retire George Deukmejian as a one-term 
governor. 

I am doubly sad, for I had hopes for the man's growth in 
consciousness. In my mind he has abruptly shriveled.

The Sexual Differences 

★ It is with consummate disgust that I consider the 
recent ploy by two women to discredit the male com¬ 
munity by trying to prove that the Detour is discrimi¬ 
nating against women. This action speaks of the lack 
of respect and courtesy for things discretely male that 
women always maintain, though not usually this overtly. 
It also implies, in keeping with the women’s movement’s 
track record of employing as many gross double stan¬ 
dards as the “oppressors” they fight, that men having 
their own space equals discrimination whereas women 
having their own space equals justice. The message here 
is really that ultimately men are stronger than women 
and so don’t deserve things like all male clubs. (If 
women weren’t weaker than men how'd they get oppress¬ 
ed in the first place? I I, for one, have never felt men 
were stronger than women in the final analysis. I also 
don’t feel women are more oppressed in the total life 
experience. 

If women were the underdogs in half as many deter¬ 
mining instances as they declare, then things would be 
different. However, one need only look to the number 
of exclusively female establishments to see an indicative 
example of female double standards. I can’t even re¬ 
count all the stories I’ve heard, including those of my 
own lesbian sister, of the cruel treatment men have 
received at Maud’s, Amelia's, Peg’s Place, etc. And it’s 
not like women are never present in gay bars either. 
Recently 1 had to leave The Bear becasue of the shrill 
shouting and mega-decibel raucous laughter of two 
“robust” lesbians watching The Wizard of Oz, of all 
things, on the video. Their noise level far exceeded that 
of the rest of the men there. Can you see two men behav¬ 
ing similarly in a women’s bar? Of course, the poor dears 
being members of the “oppressed sex” deserve to have 
allowances made for them. Which is really the cogent 
point of this whole maneuver at the Detour — it strikes 
to the heart of the issue of Men’s Liberation. 

J ust a few facts on the so-called advantaged life of 
men: 111 the largest number of child abuse cases are 
perpetrated by women against boys; (21 male orphans 
are adopted less; (3) a woman convicted of first degree 
murder is a hundred times less likely to get the death 
penalty than a man; (41 most of the physically disabled 
are men; (51 most suicides are men; !6| men have the 
most stress-related diseases; (71 women inculcate in men 
a feeling that they’re unclean, leaving theih with 
debilitating attitudes toward their own bodies and that 
they have to defer to women for affection; (8) women 
monopolize relationship-building skills, emotional 
dynamics, and micro-social structures such as family, 
leaving men dependent on them for emotional life and 
security; (9) women have greater mastery of body 
language and verbal expressiveness — men’s voices are 
more monotone and tight; (10) most people feel more 
pathos at the death of, or violence to, a woman than 
a man — male victims of violence being so common¬ 
place; (11) women encourage male violence by condi¬ 
tioning men to fight for them and perform for them. 
Also, being disadvantaged in the realm of verbal and 
emotional maneuvering and manipulativeness and 
unable to respond as often with physical force, men take 
out most of their women-caused anger on other men.

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Castro/Polk/PDlice, All Read to 
AB-1 News

Literally hundreds of San Francisco police were mobilized in the wake of Governor Deukme- 
jian s announcement on Tuesday. Squads were brought into the Castro and the Civic Center area 
from all nine police stations in the city. “We were ready for anything,” stated police Gay liaison 
Paul Seidler.

A command post was set up in 
the mayor’s office at City Hall. 
Police by the score were located 
in parking lots and at Northern 
Station in the area which in¬ 
cludes the State Building and 
the San Francisco office of the 
governor. In the Castro, police 
presence was everywhere. By 
early evening there were uni¬ 
formed police stationed at 
Castro and Market. Marked 
and unmarked police seemed to 
be everywhere. 

Equally as present in the 
Castro were the television crews. 
As the six o’clock news went on 
the air, there were seven crews in 
the one block from Market to 
18th on Castro Street. Hundreds 
of commuters spilling out of the 
Muni Metro station were targets 
for interviewers doing their 
person-on-the-street news shots. 

In other parts of town the 
news was spreading. At the New 
Bell on Polk Street, Lyle Mur¬ 
dock was appalled. He said, 4> I 


thought it would make it 
through. I think the man has 
committed political suicide.” 
Murdock is the president of the 
San Francisco Municipal Court 
Clerks Association. 

At Sukker’s Liquors on Polk 
Street, plans had begun to 
change their infamous marquee. 
The management had a message 
which encouraged people to call 
Sacramento and ask the gover¬ 
nor to sign AB-1. With disgust, 
the clerk on duty said they were 
working on the tackiest sign they 
could create. The favorite as of 
the early evening was “Duke 
blows job bill.” 

At Kimo’s, across the street, 
the bartender went pale when he 
heard the news. He had been one 
who had written to Sacramento. 
He could only say that he was 
“shocked and .disgusted.” 

As camera crews worked the 
Castro area, they were finding 
that most of those interviewed 


said that they were not surprised 
that Deukmejian had vetoed the 
bill. 

In the midst of a crowd of 
several hundred people on 
Castro, one person who truly 
showed shock was attorney Duke 
Armstrong. Armstrong is a past 
president of the Concerned 
Republicans for Individual 
Rights. He said he was “upset” 
then followed by simply saying 
he was “going to stay a Repub¬ 
lican.” 

Officer Paul Seidler of the S.F. 
Police commented that “the 
arguments of opposition were 
the best reasons why we need 
AB-1.” 

Police estimated the crowd 
that marched through the streets 
at about 500. Others offered esti¬ 
mates as low as 300. The march 
wound through the Castro, then 
down Market Street to Van Ness. 
Marching up Van Ness they 
circled back over Sacramento 
Street and down Polk Street to 
the State Building. 

Cleve Jones, Gay aide to 
Assemblyman Art Agnos — the 
legislator who introduced AB-1 
— said, “I am very disappoint¬ 
ed. I have been working on this 
for many years with Agnos. It is 
so frustrating to get so far along 
and then be stopped by a veto. 

I am honestly surprised. I 
thought he would sign it.” 

Jones credited “extraordinary 
pressure from the fundamen¬ 
talist Christians” for prompting 
the governor to veto the bill. 
“But we will persevere. We will 
reintroduce the bill and we will 
win,” Jones said. 

Sal Rosselli, president of the 
Alice B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club, said, “It’s 
hard to express the disappoint¬ 
ment I feel. But we came closer 
than we ever did before, and 
more of a variety of people sup¬ 
ported us than ever before.” 

Rosselli said, “Now we need 
to put all our energy into regis¬ 
tering people to vote, so that this 
November, we can defeat the op¬ 
ponents of this bill and help re¬ 
elect the supporters.” 

Paul Boneberg, president of 
the Stonewall Democratic Club, 
said, “Sure I was shocked” by 
the governor’s veto. “I would 
have hoped that he was educated 
in the past ten years since he led 
the fight against the Consenting 
Adults bill. But apparently he 
wasn’t.” ■ 


What Defeated Us on AB-1 

Guy Wright, San Francisco Examiner: 

“I think the governor should sign the bill, but I only hope that 
Gays will recognize that with rights come some responsibilities. 
To be candid, I hope they won’t abuse this protection by flaun¬ 
ting their Gayness ... I hope we won’t see a sudden exaggeration 
of Gay mannerisms or people showing up for work dressed like 
drag queens . . . Unfortunately, San Francisco’s experience on that 
score isn’t very reassuring. Gay political gains here have been 
characterized by militant exhibitionism, by Gay parades and bac¬ 
chanals designed to shock the straight community.” 

Phil Wyman, Assemblyman (R-Tehachapi): 

“I informed the governor that as Chair of the Assembly 
Republican Policy Committee, I have obtained 33 signatures in 
the Assembly of colleagues requesting that he veto AB-L This bill 
would move the state away from a position of neutrality and toward 
a position of advocacy for homosexuals. We believe that such state 
policy is opposed by a vast majority of Californians who adhere 
to the Judeo-Christiari principles on which our nation and state 
were founded.” 

Don Bierman, Concerned Citizens Business Group: 

“It would be necessary under AB-1 for me to build additional 
bathrooms for Gay men and Gay women because straight persons 
would not want to share bathrooms with them . . . Gay women 
would dress like men and Gay men would wear women’s dresses. 
If I said ‘No’ they would yell discrimination . . . Let’s say I hire 
a very muscular, strong, masculine man. We are stacking 
100-pound sacks, but he refuses because a Gay only has to lift 50 
pounds. If I fired him he would claim discrimination.” 

John Whitehead, Orange County Lawyer: 

“There are documents going back 400 years that say homosexu¬ 
ality is a sin. Religious groups have consistently opposed homo¬ 
sexuality and if this bill passes we will probably have an argument 
under the First Amendment, as people have a right to deny employ¬ 
ment to homosexuals.” n , . „ . ^ , , '

Marine Gets Poor Years for 
Mnrder/Mutilation of Gay Man 

Homosexual Panic Works for Georgia Athlete 

by S. Christopher Hagin 

Vista, CA — A 20-year-old Georgia marine was sentenced to four years in prison for voluntary 
manslaughter on February 10 in the bludgeoning death of a local Gay contruction executive, 
in what the prosecutor called “one of the bloodiest, most gruesome murders ever in San Diego 
County.” 


On April 3, 1983, Cpl. Den¬ 
nis Craig Edenfield went to an 
Oceanside motel with David G. 
Smith, 55, subsequent to their 
meeting in a tavern frequented 
by Camp Pendleton Marines. 
After twice leaving and return¬ 
ing to the room, the Marine in 
a fury battered Smith to death 
with a table. San Diego County 
deputy District Attorney Susan 
Biery claimed the brown-haired 
Georgian committed the slaying 
after engaging in “a consensual 
homosexual act” with his victim; 
however, Edenfield has given 
several accounts for his action. 
At his trial he claimed being 
frightened into self-protection 
when he awoke from a drunken 
stupor to find Smith naked and 
straddling his shirtless body. 

After Oceanside Police traced 
Edenfield to being in the room, 
the Marine baker asked homi¬ 
cide detectives,”Is this in regards 
to that faggot? Because if it is, 
I can save you a lot of time be¬ 
cause I did it.” 

The Marine corporal admit¬ 
ted, “I hit him. I hit him hard. 
I hit him with my hands. I hit 
him with my elbows. I hit him 
with the table. I hit him good.” 

Biery alleges the Jesup, GA, 
native knew his victim was Gay 
before they went to the Mira 
Mar Motel. Edenfield claimed 
Smith “promised” women would 
be in the room. 

After recurrently bashing 
Smith with the table, Edenfield 
washed the bludgeoned man’s 
blood from his hands and 
slender torso and left the gore- 
drenched room believing his prey 
still alive. However, he did not 
seek medical treatment for the 
Gay man after delivering him a 
Marine-trained' beating. 

It is doubtful Smith was alive. 
Police photographs depict the 
personnel manager’s head to be 
almost unrecognizable as that of 
a human being. Edenfield’s 
death weapon caved in the 
middle-aged Gay man’s skull 
and pulverized his nose. His face 
was twisted, off center, and dis¬ 
figured. His eyes exploded. 
Blood covered three walls, the 
ceiling, bedding, and the carpet. 

Detective Richard Trotter 
testified he had never seen a 
body that badly beaten. 

Edenfield returned to Camp 
Pendleton where he told his 
mess-hall supervisor, Gunnery 
Sgt. Thomas Fredrickson he 
“was going to get in trouble for 
beating up a queer.” Fredrickson 
said, “I told him that in the State 
of California they’re pretty strict 
on beating up queers.” 

Edenfield told his boss he 
went to the motel room because 
Smith was drunk and he “was 
afraid he (Smith) might get 
hurt.” The handsome corporal 
admitted assaulting the Gay ex¬ 
ecutive after returning from the 
bathroom to find the balding 
homosexual standing naked near 
a bed, said Fredrickson. 

In defending Edenfield his 
two attorneys claimed “self- 
defense” and “justifiable and ex¬ 
cusable homicide.” Their claims 
partly succeeded with the jury. 
Originally jurors found the de¬ 
fendant guilty of second-degree 
murder, but their foreman, a 
retired Marine major, emerged 


to tell Superior Court Judge 
Donald Martinson they had 
reached a verdict, but one or two 
of the jurors wanted to change 
their finding. Martinson said a 
verdict was not final until read 
in court. The voluntary 
manslaughter conviction came 
out of the second balloting of the 
jurors. 

Biery has said their verdict 
would not have been changed if 
the victim was heterosexual. 

Edenfield has never expressed 
regret or sorrow for the murder. 

But before jury deliberations 
began, Biery said, “You are not 
here to take a vote on how many 
of you like Marines and how 
many like homosexuals. If you 
tell this man it was okay to kill 
Dave Smith because Dave Smith 
was a homosexual, you might as 
well sign a death warrant for all 
other minorities.” 

William Dougherty, Eden¬ 
field’s Orange County attorney, 
told the jury, “We know what 
happened to Sodom and Gomor¬ 
rah. That wasn’t pretty either.” 

The defense lawyer further 
claimed that Edenfield had the 

right to dofpnd himtplf from “an 

attempt to commit a forcible and 
atrocious crime. The table was 
the only weapon to keep this 
man off him.” 

Martinson disagreed in pass¬ 
ing sentence. The judge said the 
murder was “a very brutal and 
senseless killing” which indicat¬ 
ed “a high degree of cruelty and 
viciousness.” He further found, 
“This matter could have ended 
easily by simply having the de¬ 
fendant withdraw.” Martinson 
could have sentenced Edenfield 
to six years in prison. 

Martinson received a letter 
from the sheriff in Edenfield’s 
hometown. Sheriff Jim Poindex¬ 
ter wrote, “If there is any way 
possible, I would like to help this 
young man . . . If by any chance 
that it could be worked out, and 
he (Edenfield) is sentenced to 
serve jail time, I would take the 
responsibility of keeping him in 
my jail to serve his time ... We 
have facilities that I’m right 
proud of for a small town.” 

The judge rejected the 
backwoods sheriff’s request. He 
also rejected probation for the 
convicted manslayer which was 
requested by his San Diego at¬ 
torney, Dan Mogin. Mogin 
claimed if released on probation 
his client could seek treatment 
for alcoholism, a bleeding ulcer, 
and suicidal tendencies which 
developed after the murder. 

Martinson received 56 letters 
from friends and family of Eden¬ 
field in Georgia. The Atlanta 
Gay Task Force (AGTF) also 
sent a letter asking for the max¬ 
imum sentence and San Diego 
Gay organizations were present 
in court. 

Citizens of Jesup rallied to the 
defense of their hometown high 
school baseball hero. A car was 
raffled to pay legal fees and bail. 
Jesup churches passed the offer¬ 
ing plate for the young Marine 
and his family. “Blatant homo- 
phobic hatred ran rampant in 
J esup for over a year. If an open 
Gay man would have gone to 
that town, he would have been 
clubbed to death,” said a Gay 
former resident now living in 


Atlanta. 

Freshman Democratic U.S. 
Rep. Lindsay Thomas wrote 
Martinson, “Dennis’s home¬ 
town is Jesup, a small south 
Georgia community rural and 
stable in its population and one 
in which there is no known 
homosexuality, which is consid¬ 
ered abhorrent and offensive . . . 

“The entire community has 
felt a shockwave of anger and 
concern over the legal troubles of 
Dennis . . . There is a sense of 
disappointment at the verdict in 
this case,” said Thomas. 

Thomas, a member of the 
House Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee, wrote a constituent, “I have 
been working with the Marines 
to see that Dennis and his family 
are receiving any support that 
the Marines can offer.” It has 
been charged by a person close 
to the case that Thomas has 
“leaned on Marine officials” to 
assure Edenfield “of preferential 
treatment.” It is “extremely rare” 
for the Marine Corps to become 
involved in a civil criminal case 
said the prosecutor’s office, but 
they helped seek bail reduction 
for the indicted recruit. 

Bieiy. aald aftor the Marine 
was released on bail, he was ar¬ 
rested for shoplifting from a PX, 
drunk driving, and assaulting a 
superior officer at Camp Pendle¬ 
ton, but the Marine Corps has 
not brought charges against 
him. 

A spokesperson for Marine 
Commandant P.X. Kelley would 
not discuss or comment on the 
case. Edenfield’s future with the 
Corps is unknown. 

U.S. Reps. Sala Burton (D- 
CA), Gerry Studds, (D-MA), 
and several other congressper- 
sons are investigating the possi¬ 
bility Edenfield received special 
treatment and to encourage the 
Marine Corps to court-martial 
the convicted Gay murderer for 
violations of military justice 
after release from state prison. 

AGTF wrote Martinson, 
“Edenfield was raised in Jesup, 
Georgia. A town known for its 
homophobic and bigoted atti¬ 
tudes. The residents there pro¬ 
vided the funds for Edenfield’s 
defense, not because of his 
standing in the community, but 
according to a deputy sheriff to 
tell ‘them California fruits it’s 
okay to kill them damn queers.’ 
The people of Jesup might con¬ 
sider it all right to kill Gay peo¬ 
ple, but that is perverted justice. 
Do not let San Diego County’s 
justice become morally polluted 
like red-neck Jesup’s. Racism, 
bigotry’ and homophobia are 
bred into Jesup children. A ma¬ 
jority of Georgians condemn the 
act of Dennis Edenfield.” 

AGTF wrote, “Some persons 
are raised to believe ‘fag¬ 
bashing’ is permitted. It simply 
is not, and as a judge yqu must 
deliver that message. We have 
the right to expect our violators 
to be prosecuted to the full extent 
of the law.” 

The Atlanta group encourages 
people to write the Commanding 
General, Camp Pendleton, CA 
92055, to insist the Gay slayer be 
prosecuted on violations of mili¬ 
tary justice after being released 
from state prison and/or give 
him a dishonorable discharge. ■ 
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Atlas S&L Has Big $ Year 


According to Atlas Savings & 
Loan board chairman John 
Schmidt, the nation’s first Gay 
bank had an extraordinary year. 

Assets of the corporation in¬ 
creased from $21 million in 
December 1982 to $96 million in 
December 1983. In a “State¬ 
ment of the bank’s condition” 
the directors revealed that Atlas 
earned a before-tax profit of 
close to a million and a half 
dollars. Net profit as of Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1983 was $1,010,680 or 


$6.32 per share. According to 
stock analysts that is a P/E ratio 
(price/earnings) of 3.5 (the lower 
the ratio the better a stock’s 
value). 

The bank also announced in 
a letter to stockholders that con¬ 
struction of the new building at 
444 Castro is underway. This site 
— which is hoped for a summer 
completion date — will be Atlas’ 
corporate headquarters. 444 
Castro will house a full branch 
office (complete with two auto¬ 


matic teller machines and exten¬ 
sive merchant service areas). 
The loan division (which since 
December 1982 has granted 
close to $73 million in loans) will 
remain at the Market-Duboce 
branch because of the convenient 
parking lot. 

The hank’s directors are also 
still awaiting approval from the 
California Commissioner of Sav¬ 
ings and Loans of their 1983 an¬ 
nouncement of a 3 for 2 stock

date, over a half-dozen local and 
national Gay organizations have 
endorsed a “National March for 
Lesbian/Gay Rights” during the 
week of the convention. Planners 
of the march anticipate partici¬ 
pation by tens of thousands of 
people. 

Public protests are not Russ 
Alley’s style. He says, “Demon¬ 
strations for the sake of demon¬ 
strating are passe.” He seriously 
questions their effectiveness. He 
believes he is not alone. 

Earlier this month he and 
some friends came up with the 
idea of a billboard. Alley went to 
Rich Vikencio, the manager of 
the posting department at Foster 
& Kleiser. The company agreed 
to donate the space for the bill¬ 
board. The site allocated is on 
Taylor Street across the street 
from the West entrance to the 


Hilton Hotel, the headquarters 
of the Democratic Party. It is 
almost impossible to exit the 
hotel or drive up Taylor Street 
without seeing the billboard. 

Alley acknowledges people’s 
right to demonstrate but makes 
a strong point that he also has 
the right to “put in his two cents 
worth.” Alley says that the coun¬ 
try will be misled about the city’s 
Gay community if all they focus 
upon are “nuns and crazies who 
want to demonstrate.” “They 
aren’t all crazy,” he says, “but 
they don’t represent me.” He 
became incensed at the sugges¬ 
tion that those planning the 
demonstration represented the 
whole Gay community. He said, 
“How dare those people say they 
represent me!” 

Alley, 26, believes his genera¬ 
tion of Gays will not be the core 


of those demonstrating. He de¬ 
scribed the planned march at the 
convention as a “generic Gay 
march.” To counter what he be¬ 
lieves will be a negative reaction 
to the demonstrators, he says he 
wants to offer the television 
cameras a more positive note. 
“Demonstrations are not our 
operating procedure,” he says. 

He points to growing support 
since word of the billboard got 
out. Following a newspaper an¬ 
nouncement last week, he said 
he received over fifty phone calls 
in a 24-hour period. He has had 
donations of talent, and he 
claims he has received substan¬ 
tial support from people vyho he 
describes as basically non¬ 
political. 

While Russ Alley pursues his 
efforts, the demonstrators are 
also hard at work. To date they 
have garnered endorsements 
from every Gay Democratic po¬ 
litical club in San Francisco, the 
Gay Labor Alliance, Black & 
White Men Together, and the 
powerful National Gay Task 
Force. Friday night they will 
hold their first fundraiser, a 
cocktail party at the home of 
Sutro Baths owner Bill Jones. 

Similarly, the impact of bill¬ 
boards has not been lost on the 
marchers. They, too, were plan¬ 
ning their own visual splash. 

Tuesday the media committee 
of the Convention March put out 
a call inviting artists “to create 
a logo and other artwork to be 
used in publicizing the march on 
billboards and posters.” 

The ad hoc committee prom¬ 
ises that the artist’s name will be 
prominently displayed wherever 
the graphics are used. No fee is 
promised, but the accepted art¬ 
ist’s production expenses will be 
reimbursed. Artists are given a 
month to submit their designs. 
The committee, however, offered 
no hint of what the marchers’ 
message would be or where it 
would be placed. 

Their billboard message will 
be decided upon at their next 
meeting. ■

A GAY VIEW FROM WASHINGTON 


Part IV of Four Parts 

’84 Will lest Gay Clout 
and Community 

In the Movement 

by Larry Bush 

This is the final segment on what to expect in the Gay 
movement through the rest of 1984. 

T he top story of the year may be the emergence of a 
noticeable Gay Republican effort. Reagan-Bush cam¬ 
paign officials have asked for Gay participation in Wash- 
ington, D.C., California Republicans such as former Los 
Angeles Police Chief Ed Davis are making a sincere effort 
to open discussions with Gay activists and Gay Republicans, 
the Houston Gay Political Caucus may well stop short of a 
presidential endorsement this year in deference to its 
Republican members (who likely will be an active caucus on 
their own in Texas Republican circles), and individual Gay 
Republicans in Pennsylvania and New York are becoming 
bolder about publicly raising Gay issues within the Repub¬ 
lican Party. 


An extra incentive in one area 
will be the re-election campaign 
of Rep. Bill Green (R-NY), the 
Manhattan Gay rights bill co¬ 
sponsor who serves on the ap¬ 
propriations committee where he 
has pushed AIDS funding, and 
who will face a strong Demo¬ 
cratic challenge from a Gay 
rights supporter. Green plans to 
be at the Republican National 
Convention in Dallas raising 
issues such as the ERA, and Gay 
Republicans at the convention 
surely will seek him out as an 
ally. In 1980, Green’s district 
gave Reagan the lowest vote of 
any district which elected a Re¬ 
publican to Congress, and it’s 
clear Reagan’s feelings won’t af¬ 
fect Green’s chances — unless 
Reagan makes some gestures to¬ 
ward Gays which help Green. 

Among Gay- Democrats, ex¬ 
pect the effort to be primarily 
local, with little sense that there 
is one national voice for Gay 
Democrats. While Gay Demo¬ 
crats nominally formed a Na¬ 
tional Association of Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Clubs, 
only about a dozen of the 100 or 
so eligible clubs have joined, and 
its Board of Directors has done 
little to meet its fundraising com¬ 
mitment. Director Tom Chorl- 
ton is credited by Gays in some 
states, such as North Carolina, 
with being a prime mover in 
helping get them organized, and 
while he is talking with most of 
the national campaigns, there 
are too many powerful Gay 
Democrats who want to keep 
their own hand in to allow any 
one person to be Mr. Gay 
Democrat. Look for a mostly 
tape-and-paste work here, with 
an effective national alliance still 
some distance away. A major in¬ 
gredient still lacking, for exam¬ 
ple, is an accurate and timely 
ability to simply document the 
participation of Gay Democrats 
at the local level, where successes 
are often remarkable. In 1982, 
when the group was just being 
launched, that was perhaps too 
much to expect, but by 1984, 
with a presidential election, it 
would be valuable to have handy 
information on each club, its 
past record at raising money and 
putting campaign workers out, 
and the precincts it has identi¬ 
fied. 

Among national Gay civil 
rights groups, the National Gay 
Task Force has regained the 
drive and innovative approach to 
problem-solving that put it in the 
spotlight under the direction of 
Bruce Voeller, later joined by 
Jean O’Leary. New director Vir¬ 
ginia Apuzzo is now 19 months 
into the job and has solidified 
such programs as the Violence 
Reporting Project, which uses 
local groups to collect data on 


anti-Gay incidents that had 
previously been merely anec¬ 
dotal; inaugurated an AIDS 
hotline and trained federal 
employees on how to handle calls 
on their AIDS hotline; re-estab¬ 
lished contacts with Washington 
and put in place there Jeff Levi, 
an effective rep able to deal with 
the Reagan Administration; and 
announced a job opening for a 
media director, the first since the 
days of Voeller and. O’Leary, 
when Ginny Vida did an out¬ 
standing job and Ron Gold pro¬ 
vided outstanding analysis of 
media opportunities. The Task 
Force in the coming year can be 
expected to keep a focus on the 
national political arena, includ¬ 
ing lobbying such groups as the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors 
(which may vote to endorse a 
Gay rights resolution at its June 
meeting). The Task Force also is 
expected to take an active role 
lobbying congressional commit¬ 
tees which provide oversight on 
the Administration programs 
where NGTF is lobbying. AIDS 
is the most important example.

The Gay Rights National 
Lobby still has a staff working in 
Washington, D.C., and a major 
resource in its field coordinators 
who are committed to opening 
doors in Congress through their 
local representative. The Board, 
however, is at a virtual standstill 
in resolving the problems that 
led to the departure of Steve En- 
dean. Various board committees 
have backed off any serious ex¬ 
amination of how Gay interests 
are represented in Washington, 
how Congress works and how 
Gays should aim their lobbying 
efforts (is building the number 
of co-sponsors of a federal Gay 
rights bill more effective than 


building relationships with in¬ 
dividual committees overseeing 
programs that might be amend¬ 
ed to include Gays now?), or 
even how the group itself meshes 
with other Gay organizations. 
Some GRNL board members 
have sought to dismiss those 
issues as simply a code phrase 
for a merger with the National 
Gay Task Force, and have leapt 
to the conclusion that a merger 
inevitably means a take-over; 
comparisons with mergers in the 
newspaper field, for example, 
where morning and afternoon 
papers share the same produc¬ 
tion and advertising staffs, but 
have different news and editorial 
staffs, completely fall outside the 
discussions they have been will- 
* ing to make public. 

Expect that the issues which 
have been nagging GRNL this 
past year will continue, resulting 
in major difficulty finding a 
suitable replacement for 
Endean. 

CONCLUSION 

ome wild cards remain that 
could substantially affect the 
fortunes of Gays in 1984. 
Clearly the most compelling 
concern is AIDS. It remains 
equally possible for the AIDS 
issue to turn into a more politi¬ 
cal and ugly issue than it has 
been, or for some breakthrough 
in the disease itself. 

The U.S. Supreme Court, 
which now has taken a Gay 
loitering case under advisement, 
could also spring a major sur¬ 
prise. The decision on that case 
is due by June, and could come 
even earlier. An outside chance 
exists that the Court could make 
a major pronouncement on 
whether Gays have constitution¬ 
ally protected privacy rights at 
all. The U.S. Supreme Court 
also now has been petitioned to 
hear arguments on the anti-Gay 
immigration exclusion. Another 
major opinion is possible. Lower 
court rulings on military dis¬ 
charges also are expected this 
year. 

n 1983 the American Bar 
Association narrowly defeat¬ 
ed a proposal in the House of 
Delegates to endorse Gay civil 
rights protections. Supporters 
have pledged to bring the issue 
to the floor again this year, 
sometime in July. Among those 
backing the proposal publicly is 
the American Bar Association 
president, who also happens to 
be a conservative Republican 
supporting Reagan. 

The major wild cards, 
however, are'what they have been 
from year to year — the unex¬ 
pected episodes of discrimina¬ 
tion or — perhaps increasingly 
— an end to discrimination by 
some cities. Police crackdowns, 
pitches to hate during cam¬ 
paigns, employers who feel 
threatened when an employee 
comes out, Lesbian mothers 
forced to stop everything in their 
lives simply to fight to be part of 
the life of the child they brought 
into the world. Any of those epi¬ 
sodes, predictable in general 
terms, could erupt onto the na¬ 
tional scene under the right cir¬ 
cumstances. 

More importantly, the reso¬ 
luteness of Gay people to con¬ 
tinue to work to make life fairer 
for themselves and the people 
they love, the drive to connect 
with each other and form a com¬ 
munity of shared concerns and 
shared goals, also has the poten¬ 
tial to erupt into a major story. 
Much of the decade and more 
since Stonewall has been the 
story of individuals whose hero¬ 
ism was in saying simply that 
human dignity insisted that they 
stand firm for themselves. Such 
specific events in 1984 can’t be 
predicted, but they can’t be said 
to be a surprise when they occur, 
either. ■ 
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The Ascorbate Stratej 

Part II: Ascorbate Treatment Protocol for 
AIDS Patients 

by Robert F. Cathcart, III 

The following protocol is recommended for AIDS and AIDS related conditions including lympha- 
denopathy, idiopathic thrombocytopenia purpura, and Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia. 

A s predicted, AIDS patients are usually capable of ingesting large doses of ascorbate. It is 
desirable that the amount of ascorbate taken orally be maximized. Patients are titrated to 
bowel tolerance (the amount that almost, but not quite, causes diarrhea}. A balanced ascorbate 
mixture is utilized which is made up of a mixture of approximately 25% buffered ascorbate 
salts (calcium, magnesium, and potassium ascorbate) and 75% ascorbic acid. The mixture is 
dissolved in a small amount of water and taken at least every hour. The purpose of the frequent 
doses and this balanced mixture is to maximize the amount of ascorbate tolerated without pro¬ 
ducing diarrhea. Patients are permitted to vary the percentage of ascorbate salts to straight ascor¬ 
bic acid according to taste. The usual amount tolerated initially is between 40 and 100 grams 
per 24 hours. Doses in excess of 100 grams per 24 hours may be necessary with secondary bacterial 
and viral infections. As the patient's condition improves, bowel tolerance will decrease. 


When intravenous ascorbate 
is found necessary because the 
toxicity of the condition exceeds 
the ability of the patient to take 
adequate amounts of ascorbate 
to scavenge all of the free radicals 
created by the primary AIDS in¬ 
fection and the various second¬ 
ary infections, the following in¬ 
travenous solutions should be 
utilized. Sodium ascorbate buf¬ 
fered to a pH 7.4 and without 
preservatives is added to sterile 
water in a concentration of 60 
grams per 500 cc. This concen¬ 
tration is twice the concentration 
1 have recommended before be¬ 
cause it is well tolerated in young 
males with large veins. Patients 
with small veins may be best 
treated with solutions of 60 


grams per liter. The time of the 
infusions should be over at least 
a 3-hour period, preferably 
longer. As much as daily ad¬ 
ministration of 3 bottles, 180 
grams per 24 hours, may be 
necessary in acutely ill patients, 
e.g. Pneumocystis carinii pneu¬ 
monia, disseminated herpes, 
disseminated cytomegalovirus, 
and atypical pneumonia. 
Enough ascorbate should be ad¬ 
ministered to detoxify the patient 
regardless of the amount need¬ 
ed. Additionally, oral doses of 
ascorbate should be taken simul¬ 
taneously with the intravenous 
ascorbate. Do not let the patients 
become lazy and discontinue 
bowel tolerance doses of ascor¬ 
bate while the intravenous as¬ 


corbate is being administered. 

Intestinal Parasites 

If the AIDS patient has intes¬ 
tinal parasites, he must be 
treated for them. There is a very 
high percentage of male homo¬ 
sexuals infected with intestinal 
parasites. These intestinal para¬ 
sites are themselves very im- 
munosuppressive. The prognosis 
for an AIDS patient is greatly 
enhanced by proper treatment of 
these parasites. Entamoeba 
histolytica, especially, and Giar- 
dia larnblia must be treated. In¬ 
testinal parasites, ordinarily con¬ 
sidered non-pathogens, should 
be treated. If negative, repeated 
stool examinations for ova and 
parasites should be taken if there 
is the slightest clinical sign of in¬ 
testinal parasite infection. Sam¬ 
ples should be fresh, not over 
Vi- hour old. Laxatives may in¬ 
crease chances of discovering the 
parasites. Additional samples 
may have to be taken through a 
sigmoidoscope if other speci¬ 
mens are negative for ova and 
parasites. With treatment, Herx- 
heimer’s reactions should be ex¬ 
pected frequently. Symptoms, 
including Kaposi’s lesions, may 
be exacerbated, despite the as¬ 
corbate, during treatment for in¬ 
testinal parasites. 

Candida Albicans 

Candida should be sought 
and treated. It should be em¬ 
phasized to patients that they 
owe it to themselves and society 
to treat the Candida consistently 
because of the possibility of 
breeding resistant strains. The 
possibility of Candida in the gut, 
esophagus, mouth, sinuses, 
skin, etc. should be considered. 
In patients who clinically appear 
to have Candida but in whom 
Candida cannot be cultured, 
sensitivities to Candida should 
be suspected and treatment of 
especially the bowel should be 
considered. Herxheimer’s reac¬ 
tions, when antibiotics against 
Candida are employed, should 
be considered one indication 
that Candida is a problem. In 
these sensitive patients, foods 
and vitamins containing yeasts 
should be avoided. Lactobacillus 
in large amounts should be fed 
to these patients in an attempt 
to normalize bowel flora. Sugar 
and refined carbohydrates 
should be avoided because Can¬ 
dida thrives on them. 

There is a high incidence of 
food and chemical sensitivities 
associated with Candida sensi¬ 
tivities and Candida must be 
suspected whenever such sensi¬ 
tivities are discovered. 

Food and Chemical 
Sensitivities 

Food and chemical sensitivi¬ 
ties, both IgE mediated allergies 
and enzymatic deficiency aller¬ 
gies (EDAS), are common be¬ 
cause of the disorders of the 
immune system and the severe 
stress imposed by the AID syn¬ 
drome. This increased incidence 
of sensitivities may be associated 
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with Candida, as discussed 
above, but may also be a result 
of the AIDS infection. Rashes, 
edema, phlebitis, etc. caused by 
corn, yeast (including yeast con¬ 
taining vitamins), molds, house 
gas, automobile exhaust, certain 
herbal formulas, cosmetics, for¬ 
maldehyde, insecticides, paints, 
glues, and cigarette smoke have 
all been observed in my small 
group of patients. Conditions 
such as Kaposi’s lesions, lym- 
phadenopathv and probably 
idiopathic thrombocytopenia 
purpura, conditions which 
would otherwise be considered 
just part of the AID syndrome 
or AIDS related, have been seen 
to be aggravated by food and 
chemical sensitivities. These 
sensitivities should be antici¬ 
pated and offending substances 
should be removed from the pa¬ 
tient’s diet and environment. 
Ascorbate may or may not block 
these sensitivities significantly; 
however, ascorbate may decrease 
the intensity and duration of the 
reaction in such a way as to make 
clinical discovery of the offend¬ 
ing substance easier. 

This increased incidence of 
food and chemical sensitivities is 
very important to understand 
because apparent adverse reac¬ 
tions to vitamin C may occur. 
These reactions are almost never 
due to the ascorbate itself. Most 
ascorbate is made from corn. 
Minute amounts of chemicals 
used in the manufacture of as¬ 
corbate may remain. Residuals 
of these substances are almost 
invariably the cause of the sensi¬ 
tivity reactions. Ascorbates 
made from sego palm or from 
tapioca and which presumably 
are manufactured with some dif¬ 
ferent chemicals are often toler¬ 
ated. Different brands should be 
tried. It is almost always possi¬ 
ble to find some ascorbate that 
is tolerated. This sensitivity 
problem is very important to 
deal with because patients fre¬ 
quently feel their life depends on 
taking adequate amounts of as¬ 
corbate and they may be correct 
in this feeling. 

Many times gastrointestinal 
discomfort and excessive gas can 
be alleviated by changing to the 
sego palm ascorbate or changing 
brands of ascorbate. 

Other Considerations 

Bacterial infections should be 
treated with appropriate anti¬ 
biotics but large amounts of lac- 
tobaeillus should be adminis¬ 
tered with foods if there is the 
slightest tendency to Candida in¬ 
fections or sensitivities. Ascor¬ 


bate administration should be 
intensified during treatment for 
bacterial infections. Intravenous 
ascorbate may be necessary. 

Viral infections should be 
treated with intensification of 
the ascorbate treatment. Intra¬ 
venous ascorbate may become 
necessary. Herpes infections 
may benefit from applying a 
paste of ascorbate and water ap¬ 
plied four times a day directly to 
the lesions starting when the pa¬ 
tient first perceives an impend¬ 
ing attack. 

Immunosuppressive therapy 
should not be utilized. 

Sugar and processed foods, 
foods with chemicals, recre¬ 
ational drugs, cigarettes, alco¬ 
hol, etc. should be avoided. Ob¬ 
vious nutritional deficits should 
be sought and corrected. 

All sharing of body fluids and 
fecal material should stop. Re¬ 
peated exposures, not only to 
possible AIDS infection, but to 
the secondary infections, espe¬ 
cially intestinal parasites and 
Candida should be avoided. 

Helper/Suppressor Cell Ratio 

With this protocol, it may be 
anticipated that a large percent¬ 
age of patients will slowly go into 
an extended clinical remission. 
Patients must be on guard to 
sense any impending infection, 
colds, etc. The patient should 
begin the additional large fre¬ 
quent doses of ascorbate within 
minutes. At the dose levels that 
have been possible under cir¬ 
cumstances imposed, a slow im¬ 
provement of the total number of 
T-lymphocytes may occur but 
helper/suppressor cell ratios may 
remain suppressed. It appears 
that ascorbate may assist the im¬ 
mune system, but that in ad¬ 
dition, there are mechanisms 
whereby ascorbate acts against 
pathogens, especially viruses 
and bacteria by mechanisms 
which do not depend on the T- 
cells. For this reason, I would 
suggest using the ascorbate por¬ 
tion of this protocol on children 
who have to be permanently iso¬ 
lated from the slightest exposure 
to infections (bubble babies). 

Ascorbate and the Possible 
Prevention of AIDS 

Morishige has demonstrated 
the effectiveness of ascorbate in 
preventing hepatitis B from 
blood transfusions. A similarity 
exists between AIDS and hepa¬ 
titis B. It has been my experience 
that patients treated with large 
doses of ascorbate during the 
K on tin itf'il on next page) 
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acute phase of hepatitis will not 
develop chronic hepatitis. My 
experience with herpes simplex 
has been the same. Although 
ascorbate is helpful to a degree 
with chronic viral infections, it 
is in the treatment of acute viral 
diseases that it is most effective. 

It is on this basis alone that 1 
recommend that all persons who 
fear exposure to AIDS and cer¬ 
tainly anyone receiving blood 
transfusions or other blood prod¬ 
ucts which could in the most 
remote way have been obtained 
from an AIDS carrier, be put on 
bowel tolerance doses of ascor¬ 
bate. 

Controlled Studies of Other 
Substances Contaminated 
With Ascorbate 

A s a result of publications in 
periodicals concerned about 
the AID syndrome, a rapid¬ 
ly increasing number of AIDS 
patients in the San Francisco 
Bay Area are taking large doses 
of ascorbate. The same practice 
is starting in New York and else¬ 
where. I would suggest that 
physicians conducting controlled 
experiments on interferon, and 
shortly with interleukin 2, be 


patients in California and other 
parts of the world are taking 
massive doses of ascorbate. Most 
of these patients are hiding this 
fact from their oncologist. 

Broader Problems 

The AID syndrome has not 
only become a major threat to 
the special groups ordinarily af¬ 
fected but threatens to spread at 
least to some extent into other 
groups. The increasingly large 
numbers of persons infected bv 
the disease increases the possi¬ 
bility of mutations which could 
alter the routes of infection. 
Even without this possibility 
occurring, the large population 
of immune suppressed persons 
comprises a major health hazard 
because of the large pools of 
secondary infectious diseases 
generated. The large, growing 
pool of intestinal parasites, 
heretofore present in the western 
world in only small numbers, is 
one example of that problem. 

Possible Elimination of the 
AID Syndrome 

Practical considerations (lack 
of money and lack of hospital 
facilities) have prevented me 
from administering the doses of 
ascorbate which I think might 
possibly eliminate the probable 
viral infection initiating the AID

sensitive to the fact that their pa¬ 
tients are, and w ill be, contami¬ 
nating the experiments with 
massive doses of ascorbate. Sta¬ 
tistical analy sis of the results of 
such trials will probably be 
valueless. Ascorbate has been 
contaminating cancer treatment 
studies for some time as a result 
of orthomolecular literature. I 
estimate that a significant in¬ 
creasing percentage of cancer 


syndrome. I suggest that the 
helper/suppressor T-cell ratios 
should be carefully monitored 
while at least 180 grams/24 
hours of ascorbate is adminis¬ 
tered intravenously. At the same 
time bowel tolerance doses of 
ascorbate should be taken oral¬ 
ly. This program should be fol¬ 
lowed over an extended period of 
time (minimum two weeks) to 
find out if there is any direct ef¬ 


fect on the process causing the 
AIDS. 

If there is not a complete 
elimination of the basic AIDS 
process, bowel tolerance doses of 
ascorbate and the rest of the 
described protocol will probably 
have to be maintained for life. 

My experience and experience 
of other researchers is that acute 
self-limiting viral diseases can be 
reliably cured with massive 
doses of ascorbate. Viral diseases 
that have become chronic seem 
to involve pathologic processes 
w hich are not quite as suscepti¬ 
ble to ascorbate but which never¬ 
theless are ameliorated, some¬ 
times seemingly cured. It is 
hoped that funds will be made 
available for such a project. 

Conclusions 

Ascorbate does not ameliorate 
the AID syndrome to a signifi¬ 
cant degree. The use of ascor- 
. bate is increasing in the male 
homosexual population of the 
San Francisco Bay Area and 
spreading across the United 
States. Its use is contaminating 
otherwise thought to be con¬ 
trolled studies of other therapeu¬ 
tic measures. Other considera¬ 
tions plus the potential applica¬ 
tion of ascorbate as part of the 
treatment of all infectious dis¬ 
eases, makes the clarification of 
the usefulness of ascorbate to the 
medical profession essential. 

Kaposi's lesions cannot be 
sarcomas because they frequent¬ 
ly go away with ascorbate treat¬ 
ment; that would be in violation 
of California law. 

Caution 

If these oral solutions are used 
over a long period of time, care 
should be taken to keep them off 
the teeth by using a straw in 
order to avoid enamel damage. 
Sickle cell anemia and G-6-PD 
deficiencies should be ruled out 
where indicated. ■

Le Salon’s Dirt; Old frenchman Sentenced in Florida 


Vegetable Sex Obscene

Roland Boudreault, 52, who bills himself as the “dirty old 
Frenchman" in his local advertising, has been found guilty 
in Florida of illegally transporting porno films across state 
lines. He and his partner, Larry Nelson, 42, each could receive 
up to 15 years in jail and a possible $30,000 fine. No sentencing 
date has been set. The businessmen operate Le Salon, a 
popular Polk Street adult book store and video tape salon, 
plus a South-of-Market mail order warehouse. The businesses 
have a large Gay clientele. 


A jury of eight women and 
four men found the men guilty 
in Miami federal district court of 
distributing a film involving a 
woman who is pictured having 
sex with a vegetable. The type of 


vegetable was not revealed in 
Miami Herald accounts. 
Charges involving other films in 
which adults performed sex acts 
considered pornographic were 
discounted by the jury. 


Le Salon's defense attorneys 
contended that their clients dis¬ 
tributed scientific and educa¬ 
tional materials, not obscene 
materials. The FBI, however, in¬ 
sisted that the films were hard¬ 
core pornography. The charge 
was that they had been distrib¬ 
uted between Florida and Cali¬ 
fornia by an express service, a 
violation of federal law. 

An FBI agent. James Ahern, 
urged that the Le Salon owners 
were major distributors and pro¬ 
ducers of hardcore pornography. 
Boudreault advertises his store 
as “the supermarket of pornog¬ 
raphy." ■

Harry Britt — 
After Five Years 


WAYNE FRIDAY 


H arry Britt, having recently 
completed five full years on 
the Board of Supervisors, 
already has his campaign for re- 
election going full swing. Britt, 
who took office in January of 
1979, having been appointed by 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein to com¬ 
plete the term of the late Harvey 
Milk, was then elected to a term 
in the old 5th District, and sub¬ 
sequently won a full term, run¬ 
ning city wide, in November of 
1980, placing sixth in a field of 
over 30 candidates. I sat down 
with Supervisor Britt over drinks 
at the New Bell Saloon thfe other 
day and in a period of a couple 
of hours touched on a number of 
subjects. Britt, a native of Port 
Arthur, Texas, and a former 
Methodist minister, has a record 
of involvement in progressive 
politics and was one of many 
considered by Feinstein upon the 
death of Milk. Britt’s service on 
the Board has been marked by 
controversy, political wrangling 
with traditional City Hall types, 
and he has, at times, been the 
subject of criticism even from 
members of the constituency he 
tries most hard to represent, the 
city’s large and diversified Gay 
community. Through it all, 
Harry Britt seems to have grown 
immensely — he has built a 
political career in five short years 
that now encompasses not only 
the laige part of the Lesbian and 
Gay community, but the influen¬ 
tial Asian community, the Black 
community, and other minori¬ 
ties as well. A public figure who 
seemingly gets more than his 
share of publicity, Britt is given 
credit, even by his political de¬ 
tractors, for having built up a 
political coalition in San Fran¬ 
cisco to be reckoned with. The 
result is that Harry Britt is ex¬ 
pected to be one of those incum¬ 
bent supervisors thought to be in 
little trouble winning re-election 
this November. Although Britt 
is reluctant to talk about them, 

I know of at least two reliable 
polls showing Britt coming in 
third behind Molinari and 
Kopp. Harry’s re-election cam¬ 
paign will be managed by Dick 
Pabich, well-known political 
consultant who was once a polit¬ 
ical manager of Harvey Milk 
and later Milk’s City Hall aide. 
Pabich pointed out to me over 
the weekend that even he is sur¬ 
prised at the diversity of those 
asking to help Britt’s re-election 
bid this year (“people who in the 
past would have nothing to do 
with Harry’’ are offering money 
and time, Pabich says). Among 
the issues Supervisor Britt dis¬ 
cussed with me were: 

The AIDS Crisis: “There is 
nothing about the AIDS crisis 
that says we should be less sex¬ 
ual. There are changes we must 
make in our behavior if we’re go¬ 
ing to survive; that doesn’t, how¬ 
ever, mean we should be less sex¬ 
ual — only more creative about 
our sexuality. Creative sexual be¬ 
havior is hardly a new idea for 
Gay men, and there are many 
ways we can enjoy one another’s 
bodies, touching, arousing, and 
having sex without the 
dangerous exchange of body 
fluids. This should be a time of 
real erotic exploration. Hell, we 
need more, not less, sexual plea¬ 
sure; more, not less, being to¬ 
gether physically. The emphasis 
should not be on what we have 
to give up, but on our ability to 
maximize our sexual gratifica¬ 
tion while at the same time 
minimizing our risk of contract¬ 
ing AIDS. An important part of 
the message of our movement is 
that sexual pleasure is worth 
fighting for; that message does 
not need to change. Wayne, all 


our lives we’ve heard that we 
mustn’t do things we want to do 
because they’re wrong; now we 
are hearing another “no,” but it’s 
coming from a different place — 
from doctors, some of them Gay 
like ourselves, whose only inter¬ 
est is saving our lives. We must 
be mature enough to distinguish 
between the two messages, to 
continue to fight with all our 
energy against moralistic attacks 
from without, while at the same 
time responding intelligently to 
good advice from our own doc¬ 
tors and leaders.” 

On the lingering question of 
closing the bathhouses, Britt 
told me, “I don’t think closing 
the bathhouses will keep our 
friends from getting AIDS, but 
something truly has to be done 
— very quickly. For the govern¬ 
ment to come in and say you can¬ 
not congregate in a place is really 
not the answer — except, possi¬ 
bly, in an extreme emergency.” 
Britt indicated, however, that he 
thought possibly some of the 
bathhouses could maybe be a lit¬ 
tle more helpful in educating 
their customers as to the hazards 
of contracting AIDS, but con¬ 
cluded, “I really don’t think that 
closing the bathhouses is the 
solution, Wayne.” 

His Relationship with 
Dianne Feinstein: “My rela¬ 
tionship with the mayor has cer¬ 
tainly had its ups and downs, 
but Mayor Feinstein and I are 
getting along very well. We have 
some very good mutual friends, 
and there is a level on which the 
mayor and I are actually very 
good friends. On the other hand, 
there have been times when I felt 
that I had to choose between my 
loyalty to the mayor and my loy¬ 
alty to the Gay community. Po¬ 
lice misconduct, violence against 
Gays, Domestic Partners legisla¬ 
tion, and other issues of impor¬ 
tance to Lesbians and Gays, 
have, at times, divided us sharp¬ 
ly. This year with the Conven¬ 
tion coming to the city and the 
need to get rid of Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, I believe Dianne and I will 
work together very well. There is 
a strong sense in the city and 
especially in our own commu¬ 
nity, that we should try to put 
aside internal differences. Cer¬ 
tainly the leadership of our com¬ 
munity is committed to that and 
will be working closely with 
Mayor Feinstein. Also, I think 
Dianne is taking a lot of heat on 
the stadium issue; I support her 
on this and a lot of the criticism 
she is taking is, I feel, really un¬ 
fair; I’m on the mayor’s side on 
this one and she is taking more 
than her share of cheap shots 
and some of those she thinks are 
her friends should really be get¬ 
ting behind her on this one. 
Dianne and 1 are getting along 
well, and I consider her a 
friend.” Another political leader 
that Harry speaks well of is Su¬ 
pervisor John Molinari, thought 
to be in a tough race for first 
place with Quentin Kopp in 
November to become president 
of the Board. Britt said, “In 
1980 there was a two-way fight 
as well for the top spot on the 
Board between Jack and Kopp, 
and Supervisor Molinari re¬ 
ceived overwhelming support in 
that race from the Lesbian and 
Gay voters. Certainly that sup¬ 
port was well-deserved and 
Jack’s record of support for our 
community is solid, and I con¬ 
sider the personal relationship I 
have with Jack to be among the 
most valuable in my political 
life.” 

Britt, like many others in 
California, an early supporter of 
the Cranston for President can¬

didacy, indicated to me some 
time ago that if, as many sus¬ 
pected, the Cranston bid failed 
to catch on, he was looking for 
someone other than Walter 
Mondale. Upon Cranston’s 
withdrawal, Britt quickly turned 
to Gary Hart and says that he 
believes the Colorado senator 
can go all the way. “There is no 
group of people who stand to 
gain more from Gary Hart’s suc¬ 
cess than Lesbians and Gay 
men. For the first time there is 
real hope, indeed confidence, 
that we can get rid of Reagan. 
In terms of everything from 
AIDS funding to passage of na¬ 
tional Gay legislation, that is 
essential to our future. I don’t 
really see Walter Mondale de¬ 
feating Reagan, but Hart could 
possibly be the one to do it. We 
(Gays and Lesbians) are well- 
represented from top to bottom 
of the Hart campaign and will 
certainly play a key role in his 
administration, if he wins. I 
would not be supporting Gary 
Hart if I were not convinced he 
would be responsive to our polit¬ 
ical agenda. His campaign is al¬ 
ready attracting the political 
constituencies we worked so well 
with in the Kennedy campaign. 
Gary Hart’s election would be a 
key turning point in American 
history and will do more to bring 
us into the political mainstream 
than anything else I can think 
of. I intend to work hard for 
Hart’s nomination and elec¬ 
tion.” 

When questioned about his 
own political agenda, Britt says: 
“By now our community has 
learned very well how to use our 
office in City Hall. Thousands 
of Lesbians and Gay men have 
called our office for help with 
every imaginable problem, and 
it’s a good feeling, Wayne, to be 
in a position to sometimes help, 
particularly when AIDS is rip¬ 
ping us apart. I really feel that 
all the tough political work that 
goes into holding on to th^ seat 
Harvey gained for is worthwhile. 
Probably the best way I can be 
of help to our community, how¬ 
ever, is through the relationships 
I have been able to form politi¬ 
cally. Having a position of power 
within the system makes it possi¬ 
ble to work with a lot of non-Gay 
groups to develop real political 
effectiveness. It is really these 
relationships, not our members, 
that constitute our strength. 
Every single time I am able to 
accomplish something for small 
businesses, or seniors, or any of 
the dozens of groups I work with 
politically, some political benefit 


accrues to the Gay community. 
I really feel very strong politi¬ 
cally, and every ounce of that 
strength is available to Lesbians 
and Gay men. The team that 
worked with Harvey Milk has 
stayed together, and I am grate¬ 
ful for that, and literally hun¬ 
dreds of others have joined us. 
I m extremely proud of what we 
have been able to accomplish 
working together. Over the next 
year a major part of my work will 
deal with neighborhood preser¬ 
vation. Castro and the Haight 
are two neighborhoods going 
through changes that require a 
lot of leadership; in both cases, 
Gays are providing a major part 
of that leadership. The South of 
Market Gay scene is facing a 
major crisis, as larger scale 
development radically changes 
land-use alternatives. Our com¬ 
munity has a lot at stake in that 
part of the city. Another part of 
this job I feel is vital to seek more 
funding for Gay programs; we 
have been successful in helping 
to get public monies for CUAY, 
Operation Concern, Pride, Gay 
seniors, and many AIDS-related 
organizations, but we still receive 
far less than our share of funds 
and much work remains to be 
done there.” 

Bring up the question of 
where our community has been 
and where he expects to see us 
going and Britt says, “I have 
been in a fairly good position to 
observe our community, in all its 
many forms, over the last few 
years. We should take a lot of 
pride in the way Lesbians and 
Gay men are moving out of our 
ghettos and assuming real lead¬ 
ership in our city. Gay organiza¬ 
tions, which used to be mainly 
support groups, are increasingly 
establishing a proud and asser¬ 
tive presence in mainstream 
society. Instead of merely learn¬ 
ing to survive in a homophobic 
world, we are making a real dif¬ 
ference in that world. Dignity 
and the Gay Jewish organization 
are outstanding examples of 
groups that really are making 
strong statements. What GGBA 
has established in the business 
world is extraordinary , and there 
are hundreds of examples of Gay 
leadership in teaching the 
“straight” world how to deal 
with us. Despite the immediate 
problems we face, those prob¬ 
lems so obvious to all of us, I see 
our leadership becoming more 
and more important in this city, 
and I think one day we will all 
be better off for it — our com¬ 
munity and our city as well.”

Hart, Mondale Win in ‘Super Tuesday' Vole

Both Colorado’s Gary Hart and Whiter Mondale claimed 
victory this week as a result of Tuesday’s primaries. Voters 
in Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Massachusetts, and Rhode 
Island sent a mixed message to political analysts, but Gary 
Hart clearly remained the man to beat for the Democratic 
nomination as he scored impressive wins in Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, and Florida. Hart was expected to win the New 
England states, but Mondale had been expected to win 
Florida until the Hart surge took off three weeks ago. Mon¬ 
dale showed his candidacy is still alive and doing reasonably 
well with an expected win in Alabama and a close victory in 
Georgia. 


After this week’s votes Gary 
Hart might not be seen as the in¬ 
vincible political wonder that he 
seemed after upsetting the for¬ 
mer vice president in Maine and 
New Hampshire, but clearly, 
Hart has become the frontrun¬ 
ner in the race to the San Fran¬ 
cisco nomination. As a result of 
voting in the five major states 
Tuesday, Hart picked up 154 
delegates, Mondale won 137, 
Jesse Jackson captured 25, and 


John Glenn earned 13 delegates. 
In Florida, the name of former 
Governor Reuben Askew, no 
longer in the race, was still on the 
ballot and he picked up 24 of 
that state’s delegates. However, 
most of those 24 delegates will 
likely go to Gary Hart, who won 
the popular vote there convinc¬ 
ingly. 

As a result of his poor show¬ 
ing in Massachusetts, George 
McGovern withdrew from the 


presidential contest, cutting the 
race down to four remaining 
candidates. Ohio’s John Glenn 
had hoped to do well in the 
southern states but finished no 
better than third in Alabama, 
and in fact came in fourth in 
both Georgia and Florida. In 
Democratic caucuses in other 
states Tuesday, Gary Hart won 
Nevada, Washington, and was 
running even witn Mondale in 
Oklahoma. In Hawaii, the “un¬ 
committed” slate won, sending 
that state’s delegates to the San 
Francisco convention free to vote 
as they wish. 

In Washington Tuesday night 
former vice president Walter 
Mondale called Tuesday’s vote 
the “beginning of a marathon” 
to the nomination and claimed 
that his two primary victories 
had slowed the Hart band¬ 
wagon, but political analysts 
across the country were claiming 
that the Hart movement had 


truly caught on with voters in the 
South as well as the New Eng¬ 
land states and most called Hart 
the frontleader now. 

After “Super Tuesday’s” vote, 
Mondale still led in the actual 
delegate count with 320 commit¬ 
ted votes, Hart has 184, Jackson 
has 39, and Glenn with 29. The 
number of delegates needed to 
win the nomination in July is 
1,967. Jesse Jackson claimed 
this week that he had won some 
kind of “moral victory” and 
pledged that he would stay in the 
race “all the way to the end — 
and beyond,” a remark many 
political watchers take to mean 
he plans to run as an indepen¬ 
dent in the November election. 
In fact, most political strategists 
now expect both Jackson and 
Glenn to stay in the race until the 
convention, both hoping to play 
some kind of powerbroker role in 
San Francisco with what dele¬ 
gates they might have, since the 
race now appears to be a dead 
heat between Mondale and 
Hart, a fight that could go all the 
way to the convention. ■

National AIDS Study Wants Yon 

UC Scientists Study Healthy Men for 
Early Symptoms

University of California scientists this month will begin a three- 
year study of 1,200 apparently healthy men — both homosexual 
and heterosexual — in an effort to detect the early stages of AIDS 
before the symptoms become obvious. 

The scientists hope to learn more about the physiological 
changes that occur in men before they get AIDS, the effect that 
lifestyle may have on catching the disease, what types of individuals 
are most susceptible, and perhaps even the cause of the disease 
itself. 


Dr. Warren Winkelstein, a 
professor of epidemiology at the 
University of California, Ber¬ 
keley, and James Wiley, the 
assistant director of Berkeley’s 
Survey Research Center, will 
supervise the research team in its 
three-year, $3 million study. 

Beginning in late March, the 
team will contact unmarried 
men living in the Castro and 
Polk/Pacific Heights districts of 
San Francisco and ask them to 
participate in the study. The 
1980 census information on 
households in the Castro and 
Polk/Pacific Heights areas will 
be used as a base for randomly 
selecting participants, since the 
majority of the 406 San Fran¬ 
ciscans diagnosed with AIDS 
were found to be living in those 


neighborhoods. 

The Berkeley scientists expect 
to contact more than 4,000 
households in order to obtain a 
study group of 1,000 homosex¬ 
ual and 200 heterosexual men 
who are willing to participate. To 
be eligible, the men must be 25 
to 54 years old, healthy, unmar¬ 
ried, and willing to answer ques¬ 
tions about their lifestyles, as 
well as give blood samples and 
undergo physical examinations 
twice a year. 

Of the 1,200 participants, the 
scientists expect that 30 to 60 
men will contract AIDS during 
the course of the study. Physical 
examinations will take place at 
Children’s Hospital in San Fran¬ 
cisco and men diagnosed with

AIDS will be referred to their 
private physicians for care. 

On the average, two new 
AIDS cases are diagnosed in San 
Francisco every day. According 
to the March 2 records at the San 
Francisco Bureau of Disease 
Control, 517 Bay Area men have 
contracted AIDS since June 
1981, and 416 of those lived in 
San Francisco. Of the 517, 185 
known deaths have occurred, 
151 of which were in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

This University of California 
study will be unique in two ways.

It will be one of the first “pro¬ 
spective” studies conducted on 
AIDS, meaning that it will study 
healthy men before they get 
AIDS instead of delving into the 
backgrounds of men after they 
are diagnosed with the disease. 

In addition, because of the 
size and density of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Gay community, it will be 
the only study to date where sci¬ 
entists can select participants 
from the general public instead 
of recruiting volunteers to come 
forth on their own. 

Four other prospective studies 
are currently beginning else¬ 
where in the United States. 
Those studies will take place at 
the University of California, Los 
Angeles; Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity in Baltimore; the University 
of Pittsburgh in Pennsylvania; 
and the Howard Brown Memo¬ 
rial Clinic in affiliation with 
Northwestern University in 
Chicago. 

The tot^l cost for these studies 
amounts to more than $15 mil¬ 
lion and is financed by federal 
grants. All the studies are geared 
towards finding out what causes 
AIDS and what AIDS-related 
conditions arise in men before 
they are struck with full-fledged 
symptoms. 

“What we see now is like the 
tip of an iceberg,” said James 
Wiley, a medical sociologist who 
has done extensive research on 
the progression of cancer and 
heart disease. “We see the cases 
of Kaposi’s sarcoma or Pneumo¬ 
cystis carinii pneumonia, but we 
don’t see people who will get 
AIDS in the future.” 


In this study Wiley 1 
see the people below the surface. 
“We want to see what the distri¬ 
bution of AIDS-related condi¬ 
tions is in the community,” he 
said. “Tilings like swollen lymph 
glands, unexpected weight loss, 
and persistent coughing. We’re 
asking ‘What is the progression 
towards AIDS?’” 

At the present, very little is 


known about what causes AIDS 
or even how the diseae pro¬ 
gresses. Scientists now think 
AIDS may be caused by a virus, 
but they have yet to isolate it in 
man or to guess its identity. 

The Berkeley researchers will 
be looking for clues to the cause 
of AIDS in the blood taken from 
the 1,200 participants. In par¬ 
ticular, they will be watching for 
changes in “helper T-cells,” 
special white blood cells which 
help the body’s immune system 
in killing off diseased or mutant 
cells. 

AIDS patients have normal or 
greater amounts of antibodies 
and antibody-producing cells in 
their bodies, but have abnormal¬ 
ly few helper T-cells. The Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta 
reports evidence that helper T- 
cells might be infected with 
human T-cell leukemia virus, a 
virus that weakens T-cells and 
has been associated with the 
development of cancer. 

In addition to looking at 
helper T-cells and their counter¬ 
parts, suppressor T-cells, the 
scientists will also look at the 
total white blood cell count, plus 
hormones, proteins, and other 
blood factors which complement 
the body’s immune system. 

In the end the researchers 
hope they can develop a test 
which will detect AIDS in its 
early stages, thus opening the 
door to creating preventative 
measures which can control this 
deadly epidemic. 

At this time there is no specific 
lab test available to detect AIDS. 
The CDC in Atlanta only knows 
that certain people are high risk 
candidates and that the disease 
seems to be transmitted via 
blood or semen. 

The scientists hope their pro¬ 
spective studies will shed a lot of 
light on the mechanisrps which 
cause and control AIDS. It is 
only unfortunate that many 
more men will contract the dis¬ 
ease before it is controlled. ■

Downtown Robberies Linked to Bars 


Hayward 

Simulation Kills Former 
Boomer

Police investigators are piecing 
together evidence they say sug¬ 
gests an anti-Gay pattern of 
violence and robbery at the ap¬ 
proaches to two downtown bars 
over past months..Police identi¬ 
fication on three suspect descrip¬ 
tions is being sought on a Black 
male of medium build between 
the ages of 19 and 25. 

The most recent of these as¬ 
saults, on February 29, caught 
two Berkeley men unaware as 
they walked around the block 
from where their car was to the 
Bench & Bar on Eleventh Street. 
An evening of dinner and The¬ 
atre Rhino ended for the two at 
Providence and Highland Hos¬ 
pitals. Both were treated for stab 
wounds and one of the men 
underwent emergency surgery 
for internal bleeding. 

According to police investi¬ 
gator Dave Politzer, Cabel’s 
Reef on San Pablo also has been 
the site listed on numerous rob¬ 
bery reports. Some of these have 
involved patrons victimizing 
each other a la the motion pic¬ 
ture Cruising. No homicides 
have been associated with either 
Gay bar, say police. 

On the surface, it seems 
predictable that bars in this area 
would be having problems. That 
is what owners of both bars pre¬ 
suppose. “The only thing,” 
Politzer emphasized, “is that 
there are other bars that could be 
hit just as easily. But they are oc¬ 
curring (in one case) right near 
the Bench & Bar. And we don’t 
know why.” 

According to Politzer, many 
assaults have occurred right in 
the parking lot beside the Bench 
& Bar. Theft and auto comman¬ 


deering have been cited. In an 
isolated case, one victim’s auto 
was reported in the commission 
of a second burglary and shoot¬ 
ing up in Oakland’s Montclair 
hills. 

“It could be,” Politzer sug¬ 
gested, “that people are looking 
for what they see as a ‘weak’ vic¬ 
tim.” Victims in five of six cases 
have been Gay. Under scrutiny, 
Politzer still maintained the 
assault cases could be Gay re¬ 
lated, “unless,” he added care¬ 
fully, “they see it as an easier 
place to operate. We’d be quick 
to advise people to be careful if 
they’re going into that area. 
Don’t put yourself into a position 
where you can be victimized.” 

Cautioned Bench & Bar own¬ 
er John Drab, “If you see some¬ 
thing that doesn’t look right, or 
looks like it’s not for you, you 
should avoid it. Just don’t walk 
where you don’t know where 
you’re going or what’s going on 
there. When we see a problem, 
we usually have people go out¬ 
side and see what’s happening.” 

Both the Bench & Bar and 
Cabel’s Reef are cooperating 
with police, who have not closed 
the file because, Politzer ex¬ 
plained, “This latest incident is 
completely different, but the 
ones prior to this seem to involve 
the same people.” 

In the meantime, bar person¬ 
nel are checking identification 
on people they don’t recognize, 
and who may fit the description 
of the assailant. Police think the 
suspects may be casing these 
bars before they act. 

Cabel's Reef owner Jack 
Everhart says police efforts have 
knocked out most of the criminal 


element in a nearby adult book¬ 
store, which he says has cut 
down on the crimes involving his 
patrons. 

“Generally bartenders tend to 
advise a person who is a stranger 
or is a new person in town or has 
no history. But I’ve never found 
that to be all that effective,” 
claims Everhart. “We make a 
concentrated effort to pinpoint 
the troublemakers before the 
trouble starts. 

“Apparently our clientele, 
who are mostly Black people, 
use the police very little. They 
spend their time rounding up 
their friends and locating the 
perpetrators themselves rather 
than reporting the incidents..” 

Everhart said the tone had 
been set for solutions to Cabel’s 
Reef crime shortly after the bar 
opened when clientele helped 
police to locate the killers of one 
client. 

While bartenders have not 
been able to implement system¬ 
atic programs for dealing with 
the problems which, in the case 
of the Bench <& Bar, date back 
only three months, they say co¬ 
operation with local police has 
been good. Owner Drab, for ex¬ 
ample, recently went to a police 
lineup in an attempt to identify 
suspects. 

Everhart says, “As to solving 
these assaults, I would say the 
police probably do as well as 
they can. If. the victims were lit¬ 
tle old ladies in the outlying 
areas there would probably be 
more work done. But when you 
are dealing with adults who 
should know better . . .I’d say 
empathy is not going to be that 
great!” ■

Coroner Vieira called his death 
“sexual asphyxiation.” 

“Essentially, he was attempt¬ 
ing to get sexual gratification 
through masturbation/strangu¬ 
lation and he cut off his airway,” 
Vieira explained. 

Alderdyce had not been em¬ 
ployed by the Turf Club for 
about a year and a half before 
the February 14 death. Alder¬ 
dyce had his van parked at 910

Stanford Speech 


Hutch Lawmaker Mends Set 
Between Adults and Children 

Informed Consent Not the Same as 
Molestation 


Pedophilia — sexual relations 
between adults and children — 
is acceptable and should be per¬ 
mitted by law, provided the child 
consents to such a relationship. 
Edward Brongersma, a lawyer 
from the Netherlands, told a 
predominantly male audience of 
50 people at Stanford University 
last week. 

The meeting was sponsored 
by the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
at Stanford and the Stanford 
Gay and Lesbian Law Students’ 
Association. 

Brongersma, who had served 
as a member of the Dutch Na¬ 
tional Parliament for 22 years 
and who once had been impris¬ 
oned for ten months because of 
a relationship he had with a boy 
of 16, said that the love relation¬ 
ship between an adult and a 
child can bring happiness to 
both individuals, provided there 
is no violence or abuse of au¬ 
thority and the child is not made 
to feel uneasy or unhappy. 

Brongersma defined pedo¬ 
philia as primarily sexual rela¬ 
tions between a man and a boy, 
which “has always had special 
importance,” but said the term 
also includes homosexual and 
heterosexual relations between 
any adult and child. Incest is in¬ 
cluded in his definition, but he 
said that is a “special category, 
and subject more to fear of au¬ 
thority than other forms of 
pedophilia.” 

Support for the concept is in¬ 
creasing in the Netherlands, he 
said, citing legislation in 1971 
which lowered the age of consent 
from 21 to 16 and reduced sen¬ 
tences for those convicted of the 
offense.

“Seventy percent of the cases 
are not prosecuted anymore,” he 
said, suggesting the police 
should not “waste their time” on 
consensual sex, but rather con¬ 
centrate on child molestation. 

“Tenderness, affection and 
love (toward a child) is not inde¬ 
cent anymore,” he said. 

Public opinion often has an 
image of pedophilia beyond real¬ 
ity, Brongersma said. “Three- or 
four-year-old girls being raped 
by their fathers is not what I am 
talking about.” 

But he acknowledged that a 
sexual relationship between a 


30-year-old man and a seven- 
year-old boy can be fine. “If we 
see sex and lust as a good thing, 

I don’t see why we should sepa¬ 
rate it as a category apart from 
other things.” 

He said many boys when they 
grow up are happy about the 
early sexual experiences they 
once had, but admitted that 
“most girls are negative about 
incest when they grow up.” 

One psychiatrist in the audi¬ 
ence said he sees children who 
are loved and then dumped. “I 
work with a lot of kids who are 
really screwed up because of the 
rejection.” 

Brongersma responded that 
rejection can hurt anyone very 
much. 

When asked how he defined 
informed consent, and whether 
seven-year-olds really have the 
ability to consent, Brongersma 
said people make decisions all 
the time without having full 
information about the conse¬ 
quences. “In marriage we don’t 
know all the consequences that 
will occur. Why should we de¬ 
mand something here that we 
don’t demand anyplace else? 

“If a child wants to be 
touched in a certain way, if the 
child wants it, then it is fine, but 
the child must have the liberty 
to stop it at any point. But you 
see the child happy.” 

Brongersma said he had been 
asked by one judge in the Neth¬ 
erlands whether such an experi¬ 
ence could traumatize a child; 
the judge had had a report from 
psychiatrists that said a child 
could be severely traumatized. 

“I told the judge that if you 
were to call a hospital and ask 
whether having the flu is dan¬ 
gerous, the hospital would tell 
you that they have had several 
people die from the flu.” 

When questioned whether an 
adult could place demands on a 
child that are too difficult to cope 
with, Brongersma said he 
thought it was quite possible.

Pulp as History 

Ann Bannon’s 50's Potboilers Finding 
A New Generation 

Odd Girl Out; I Am a Homan; Women in the Shadows; 
Journey to a Homan; Beebo Brinker

E ver read a Harlequin Ro¬ 
mance? Not many people 
like to admit to it, but thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of Harle¬ 
quin type books are bought, and 
presumably read, every year. 
But does this pulp have any in¬ 
trinsic value, other than the 
slight titillation it provides the 
reader? 



Well, I don’t know about 
Harlequins, having never suc¬ 
cumbed to whalever it is that 
makes people want to read that 
sort of drivel, but there is a series 
of pulp books re-released by 
Naid Press that I do believe has 
value over and above titillation. 
The series was written by Ann 
Bannon (a pseudonym) in the 
1950’s and may be as good a hi¬ 
story of Gay life in the Village 
as anything a historian could dig 
up. • 

There just aren’t that many 
chronicles of Lesbians in the 
Village or elsewhere for us to 
thumb our noses at this type of 
“scholarship.” 

The books read as if they are 
based on real-life situations, if 
not existing people. The series 
follows a woman named Laura 
from her first Lesbian relation¬ 
ship in college through her com¬ 
ing out in the Village to her mar¬ 
riage to a fellow homosexual and 
the bearing and raising of his 
child by insemination. The 
fourth book tells the story of 
what happened to Laura’s first 
love and her journey to New 
York to find Laura and take up 
where they left off all those years 
ago. The last book is a sort of 
prequel, going back before 


Laura appeared on the Village 
scene to tell the story of Jack, 
Laura’s future husband, and 
Beebo,.one of her future lovers. 

True to the time in which the 
books were written, the love 
scenes are antiseptic — no one 
ever has genitals and rarely even 
have breasts. The characters 
also almost all fit into either a 
butch or fern stereotype. Beebo, 



for example, could be a candi¬ 
date for a sex change operation. 
Laura remains a sort of shy and 
retiring damsel in distress 
throughout the series, although 
she does grow up enough to be 
able to speak her mind when 
confronted by Beth, her college 
romance. Bannon takes great 
care to illustrate the genlleman- 
lady relationship between Laura 
anti Beth in the first book of the 
series, Odd Girl Out. 


Also, B 'nnon tends to play 
cat and mouse with her reader 
for the first few pages of each 
book, as she slowly lets go of the 
fact that this is a book about a 
homosexual romance, not the 
usual kind. In the front of each 
book is a disclaimer that reads 
in part, “The books as they 
stand have 50’s flaws. They are, 
in effect, the offspring of then- 
special era, with its biases.” You 
see, when these books were first 
published in the 50’s, it was 
under the guise of any other pot- 
boi'er or pulp book — some¬ 
thing that has been synonymous 
with the name Harlequin in the 
Iasi decade. Bannon had both 
straight and Gay readers. 

But although the books have 
“50’s flaws,” they do have in¬ 
trinsic value in that they give us 
a taste of what it must have been 
like to be Gay in the 50’s, in the 
Village and elsewhere, much as 
The Bastard series gives us a 
taste of what it was like to live 
in the era of the American Revo¬ 
lution and beyond. But while 
physical danger and violence 
dominate the pages of The Bas¬ 
tard series, tears and recrimina¬ 
tions dominate the pages of 
Bannon’s. 

In other words, Bannon does 
not paint a very pretty picture of 
Gay life in the Village. Almost 
every character drinks to excess, 
although drugs are never men¬ 
tioned, and suicide attempts and 
self-mutilation are an overhang¬ 
ing spectre. Some of the plotlines 
are improbable, in the great 
tradition of pulp, but Bannon 
escapes the tendency of sonre 
more recent Lesbian novels to 



depict all men as rapists or sad¬ 
ists. Bannons’ male characters 
are by no means saints, but Jack 
is a true-blue friend, and other 
male characters are depicted as 
individuals, not stereoty pes. 

The series ends abruptly , with 
Beth and Beebo staring raptur¬ 
ously into each other’s eyes, and 
for good reason. The last book 
in the six-part series inexplicably 
was not re-published by Naid. 
But Naid’s re-release of the first 
five books was a worthwhile 
venture. Whether you want to 
discover some of your more re¬ 
cent antecedents or want to in- 
d ilge in nostalgia about the bad- 
old-days before Stonewall, these 
books are well worth reading. I 
only wish Bannon, purportedly 
alive and well and teaching 
English at a college,in Califor¬ 
nia. would write more pulp. 


Torchia’s Torture 

As If After Sex 

by Joseph Torchia 

Holt, Rinehart & Winston; $13.95, hardcover

R eading Joseph Torchia’s As 
If After Sex is like having a 
long nightmare or a bad 
acid trip; you are trapped in a 
falling elevator with a brilliant 
lunatic who tries to unravel the 
riddle of Gay existence as you 
both plummet through space. 
How else can one describe the 
dark psychodrama this novel ex¬ 
plores or the claustrophobic inti¬ 
macy it seeks to establish with 
the reader? How else define the 
urgent speculations and tortuous 
verbal acrobatics which it per¬ 
forms? 

The story is told through one 
inescapable voice, that of the 
narrator-protagonist Robert. 
Even when other characters 
speak, their words and concerns 
seem to be his. As a writer tell¬ 
ing his own story he epitomizes 
the artist as exemplary sufferer. 
His burden is to convince the 
reader that for two years he suc¬ 
cumbed to “an acceptable mad¬ 
ness — at least for San Fran¬ 
cisco” — an overwhelming and 
unrequited passion for a beauti¬ 
ful hustler named Julian. Robert 
exults in that passion because for 
one fleeting moment it seemed to 
provide an escape from the pris¬ 
on of his own selfhood. 

Yet his passion is a paradox. 
Physical possession of his mus¬ 
cular trophy seems to take him 
out of himself, but after sex (or 
without Julian) Robert’s sense of 
isolation becomes a more pain¬ 


ful feeling of abandonment. In 
this way sex revives the trauma 
of birth. After sex, what was 
briefly and passionately one, be¬ 
comes two. Sex between two men 
involves the further possibility 
that selfhood is never transcend¬ 
ed. When man embraces man is 
it only the self embracing itself? 

Variations on this conundrum 
are strewn hecticly throughout 
As If After Sex. And Torchia 
churns out images to match 
them. Mirrors and metaphors 
abound. The subjunctive “as if” 
echoes with maddening frequen¬ 
cy through the book to under¬ 
score a concern for possibilities 
rather than safe conclusions. 
The tone is obsessive and some¬ 
times tinged with hysteria as 
Robert struggles to distinguish 
Self from Other, truth from illu¬ 
sion, and reality from fantasy. 

But as in a dream, nothing is 
ever certain about what actually 
happens in this book. The real 
action is the drama of a con¬ 
sciousness seeking to escape its 
own solipsistic predicament. 
Only Robert’s painful effort to 
connect with someone or some¬ 
thing that is not himself is made 
persistently vivid. 

When the narrative does focus 
on external reality at much 
length it becomes unconvincing, 
even banal. Robert and Julian 
take a Mexican holiday together 
during which they befriend two 


women whose presence lends a 
suspect cheeriness to the story. 
As the foursome cavorts on the 
beach in a nonsexual way, the 
men begin to enjoy a new sense 
•of freedom. They like passing for 
straight until one night at a disco 
they forget themselves and start 
dancing together. The social em¬ 
barrassment which ensues is 
somehow supposed to be on a 
level with the inner psychlogical 
drama already presented. It does 
not work. 

Torchia is a serious writer and 


often expresses himself with 
power and originality. But he at¬ 
tempts to do too much in this 
book, and his material gets out 
of control. His stylistic strategy 
is frequently at odds with the 
social themes he wants to en¬ 
gage. It seems to me that Bur¬ 
roughs’ Naked Lunch and Beck¬ 
ett’s The Unnamable are the 
modern measure of what can be 
achieved along these lines. Yet 
having to invoke those names in¬ 
dicates the level to which this 
young writer aspires. 


If you have a taste for solving 
intellectual puzzles about sex 
while listening to a voice that 
becomes as desperate and pite¬ 
ous as a wailing child, you 
should love this book. Reading 
it three times in as many weeks 
nearly drove me crazy. ■

A PUNK-AGE NOVEL

The author of the 1981 novel 
The Kryptonite Kid does it 
again we’re told. (Which means 
nothing to me except what it 
does to seven critics captured on 
the jacket’s back page Which in 
turn suggests we either should 
care or have missed an artistic 
happening of significant propor¬ 
tions.) 

As If After Sex is a short work, 
190 pages, and published by a 
respectable house. Holt, Rine¬ 
hart <$ Winston. The cost is 
$13.95 — which averages out to 
be an experience of IV 2 cents per 
page. They are quick pages be¬ 
cause the book is about as wide 
as the Readers Digest and two 
inches taller. 

I persisted for 28 pages, which 
would have cost me $2.10 were 
I buying it by the page. Granted 
it was a free reviewer’s copy, but 
anyone who had gotten that far 
would have been a victim of con¬ 
sumer fraud. (Ralph Nader, it’s 
more than Chevy Corvairs that 
exploit the unsuspecting motor¬ 
ist — who’s the reading/buying 
public’s common cause?). 

Oh yeah, the novel is about 
San Francisco’s Gay life ... in 
neon. Says the cover’s sales 
pitch, “The writer who embarks

After the Ball 


T he third and best Cinder¬ 
ella ballet to be seen in the 
Bay Area this season is the 
San Francisco Ballet’s version, 
with choreography by Michael 
Smuin and Lew Christensen. 
More lavish than the Oakland 
Ballet’s The Crystal Slipper 
(choreography by Carlos Carva- 
jal) and more unified and enter¬ 
taining than the Baryshnikov- 
Anastos Cinderella performed 
two weeks ago by American Bal¬ 
let Theatre, the San Francisco 
Ballet’s full-length ballet satis¬ 
fies both dramatically and cho- 
reographically. 

As Cinderella wanders 
through her smoke-clouded 
kitchen, the other members of 
her family are present but frozen 
in time, gradually coming to life 
as she moves among them. The 
fantasy element and Cinderella’s 
relative isolation in her home 
thus established, the plot un¬ 
folds according to tradition. In 
typical San Francisco Ballet 
style, every occasion of magic 
gives rise to production gim¬ 
micks. At one point during Act 
I there was actually so much 
smoke billowing from the stage 
that the front fifteen rows of the 
audience could be seen furiously 
fanning their programs trying to 
clear the air. A mechanical 
mouse — Cinderella’s pet, we 
come to see — has a major en¬ 
trance from stage right which 
momentarily stops the show; the 
hag’s transformation into the 
Fairy Godmother occurs in an 
explosion of fireworks; a curtain 
of steam lends added illusion to 
the disappearance of the kitchen 
and the entrances of the seasonal 
fairies who outfit Cinderella for

the ball. 

Scene II of the first act (“On 
the way to the ball”) and Act II, 
the ball itself, are pure dance 
divertissements. There are solos 
for each of the four seasonal 
fairies and the Fairy Godmother, 
followed by lovely corps dances 
for sixteen girls and twelve 
children from the San Francisco 
Ballet school. The ball scene 
contrives to expand the male 
dancing in the ballet by assign¬ 
ing solos to a court jester (Julian 
Montaner) and two companions 
to the Prince (Ricardo Busta¬ 
mante and Andre Reyes). Along 
with the solos for the Prince 
himself, these variations create 
impressive displays of male vir¬ 
tuosity in what would otherwise 
be a women’s ballet from start to 
finish. 

Gina Ness danced Cinderella 
with sincerity on opening night, 
though the role is technically al¬ 
most out of her reach now. Alex¬ 
ander Topciy, translating his 
slight stiffness into a royal bear¬ 
ing as the Prince, found himself 
in the sort of role he does best. 
The stepmother and stepsisters 
were never out of sight for long 
in this production, and as played 
by Augusta Moore, Tomm Ruud 
and Vane Vest, they were the fun¬ 
niest trio I’ve seen. 

Cinderella runs through 
March 18 at the War Memorial 
Opera House. The substantial 
program IV (Christensen’s Airs 
de Ballet, Balanchine’s Prodi¬ 
gal Son, Kyban’s Forgotten 
Land and Balanchine’s Cha¬ 
conne) begins Tuesday, March

American Buffalo 

Curran Theatre

M y companion at the much- 
anticipated opening of Al 
Pacino in American Buf¬ 
falo was so much more than the 
Perfect Accoutrement. Soothing 
to the eye as well as good com¬ 
pany; he also summed up the 
evening by stating, “Somewhere 
under all that glitz there’s a 
play.” 


He was right, for David 
Mamet’s slice-of-life play is a 
short, nearly slight character 
sketch which the intimacy and 
focus of TV would serve well. 
Director Arvin Brown and star 
Pacino, on the other hand, have 
twisted the play to their pur¬ 
poses, producing a product 
which resembles not the nearly 
extinct, lumbering, confused 


Broadway hoopla of Cats: this 
Buffalo is all production 
number. 


The slim plot concerns three 
small-time operators who func¬ 
tion amidst the refuse of a 
Chicago pawnshop. It’s down a 
flight from the sidewalk, and 
that’s the easiest sign of their im¬ 
pending extinction. Like all 
Americans, the men want to get 
ahead. But lack of smarts sty¬ 
mies them, and they get nowhere 
as frustration builds to overflow. 


Mamet has told the story in 
language which is persuasively 
real, nearly poetic. The present 
company buries the words — 
perhaps the play’s sole reason for 
celebrity, since its tale is oft-told 
and its characters cliche — 
beneath an avalanche of man¬ 
nerism, method and methedrine. 


FROM FIFTH POSITION 
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Nicholson, John Huston, Rob¬ 
ert Altman, Francois Truffaut) 
and people who are not just 
enemies but opponents in fights 
which have sometimes become 
physical. “I’ve got weird buttons 
inside me that aren’t to be played 
with,” he warns. 

One button that knocks his 
conversation off its buoyant roll 
is the name of Dorothy Stratten, 
the late actress who appeared 
with him in They All Laughed. 
The plot of Strangers Kiss 
parallels her situation of falling 
in love while working on a movie, 
thus provoking the gangster-type 
she lived with. 

‘‘I was right in the middle of 
all that,” Novak says, visibly 
shaken. “It affects you for life.” 
He says he still can’t talk about 
it but he does anyway, revealing 
that the incident is one reason for 
Strangers Kiss having a hap¬ 
pier ending than you might ex¬ 
pect: “The message of the film 
is that if you ever walk in on your 
lover in bed with someone else, 
go home, shower, shave, think it 
over and then ask her (sic) to 
marry you.” 

In February Novak accompa¬ 
nied Strangers Kiss to the

Strangers Kiss 

Stranger V Friction 

Strangers Kiss was obvious¬ 
ly made by film buffs for film 
buffs; there are not enough com¬ 
mercial ingredients to attract any 
other kind of audience. 

A backhanded tribute to Stan¬ 
ley Kubrick, it recalls his second 
and perhaps worst feature, Kill¬ 
er's Kiss, made in 1955. In 
Strangers Kiss an obsessive 
young director (Peter Coyote) 
and his sycophantic producer 
(Dan Shor) are — also in 1955 
— making a film not unlike 
Kubrick’s. 

Leading lady Victoria Ten¬ 
nant (a young actress to watch) 
wonders whether the director 
and producer live together. Her 
co-star, Blaine Novak, replies 
that the director doesn’t live at 
all, except in relation to his films. 

Tennant lives with shady, vio¬ 
lent Richard Romanus, who is 
bankrolling the movie. “Our 
director is so manipulative,” she' 
says, not knowing the half of it: 
Their director is engineering a 
love affair between his inex¬ 
perienced stars because it’s the 
only way to get them to show 
emotion. It’s all fairly predict¬ 
able except for the final twists 
after Romanus finds out what’s 
going on. 

Director Matthew Chapman, 
who co-scripted with Novak, 


comes up with some novel 
angles, camera- and otherwise, 
to lend flashes of interest to a 
number of scenes. The inter¬ 
views with shirtless actors at the 
beginning have that Chorus 
Line, happy/sad, showbiz qual¬ 
ity; and the filming of the first 
kiss of the lovers-to-be is real¬ 
istically filled with tension¬ 
breaking laughter. 

With a pseudo-experimental 
quality that could have yielded 
another disaster like Union 
City, Strangers Kiss instead 
seems destined for a permanent 
second place on everybody’s 
“films I want to see” list. 

★ ★ ★ 

There’s not much you can call 
Blaine Novak that he won’t call 
himself first. “I’m a sick, power- 
hungry idiot,” he admits be¬ 
tween stories of Hollywood 
wheeling and dealing. It’s ob¬ 
vious that, unlike most creative 
people, he really enjoys the busi¬ 
ness end of show business. 

“I can’t help it,” he says. “I’m 
Jewish.” 

A not-too-successful play¬ 
wright, he started in movies at 
the distribution end, helping 
John Cassavetes sell A Woman 
Under the Influence and scor¬ 
ing successes for his own com¬ 
pany with Hester Street and 
Cousin Cousine. He hooked up 
with Peter Bogdanovich on 
Saint Jack and the two wrote 
They All Laughed, in which 


Novak played a role. 

April 6 is a big day for Novak. 
That’s when Strangers Kiss 
opens in New York and London. 
Stanley Kubrick (“We love Stan¬ 
ley and wanted to do an omag- 
gio”) will be at the first show in 
London, Novak says. “We hope 
he’ll try something. It’ll be great 
publicity. He’s probably sitting 
at his computer now trying to 
figure out what he can do.” 

On the same day Novak opens 
across America in another 
movie, Up the Creek, which he 
calls “the most embarrassing 
thing I’ve ever done in my life.” 
Co-starring with Tim Matheson 
in this comedy about white water 
rafting, Novak plays a 23-year- 
old West Point cadet. “I kept 
telling them there’s not enough 
makeup in the world to make me 
look 23! . . . 

“It’s the most sexist film . . . 
The only use of women is throw¬ 
ing them out of trailers without 
shirts on . . . 

“That’s all off the record but 
go ahead and print it. I’m in 
deep shit as it is.” 

He’s in deep shit with Orion 
Pictures, distributors of Up the 
Creek, because he’s been critical 
of the way their Classics division 
has handled Strangers Kiss. 

Novak, who resembles David 
Brenner on speed, seems to 
spend a lot of time in deep shit. 
His name-dropping consists of 
equal numbers of friends (Jack

Splash 

Waterlogged 

This is not a bad second film by Ron 
Howard (the first was Night Shift). It 
has some wonderfully comic moments 
which redeem much of the stupider, 
adolescent bits that almost sink 
Splash. 

Wholesale fruit dealer Tom Hanks 
has girl problems — seems he can’t find 
the perfect one. Coarse fatso brother 
John Candy (the big guy from SCTV) 
is a rolypoly ball of fun whose un¬ 
conventional aggressiveness makes 
Hanks want to run away. He goes to 
Cape Cod and is saved by mermaid 
Daryl Hannah after a freak boating 
accident. 

She.follows him to New York, learns 
English from one day of watching tele¬ 
vision — her first word is “Blooming- 
dale’s!”. — and moves in with him. 
Hanks thinks he’s found the perfect 
girl. Never mind that she sneaks into 
the bathroom at night to take a fin- 
refresher bath with Morton salt.

This newly restored uncut version of 
Kurosawa’s The Hidden Fortress 
(1958), supposedly the inspiration for 
Star Wars, makes me long to see the 
cut version. Yet despite its long stretch¬ 
es of tedious moments (mostly at the 
beginning) and the incessant screech¬ 
ing of Japanese dialogue. The Hidden 
Fortress holds up because legendary 
director Kurosawa knows how to build 
tension with spectacular crowd scenes, 
artfully framed cinematography, and 
atmospheric music. 



This is a Japanese version of an 
Errol Flynn costume epic. Two fleeing 
cowardly farmers during a medieval 
civil war meet up with great warrior 
general Toshiro Mifune (the Japanese

Taped and aired on CBS ex¬ 
actly 20 years ago, this was the 
last telecast in Judy Garland’s 
short-lived TV variety series 
which ran from September ’63 to 
March ’64. With the exception 
of a five-minute guest shot from 
the Robert Cole Trio, the pro¬ 
gram is pure, undiluted Judy. 
She wears only one gown, a 


The transfer to tape has the 
look (but not the sound) of a 
dupe. There is a harsh, stark 
black and white graininess, and 
the camera work is static (usual¬ 
ly just lingering close-ups of 
Garland). All commercials have 
been deleted — if abruptly — 
and Garland says only five words 
in the entire hour.

When this remake of the 1937 
film opened in 1954, it ran 181 
minutes but immediately exhib¬ 
itors complained that the three- 
hour length was too long, com¬ 
pelling Warner Brothers to cut 
out 27 minutes.

No Sex, Please, I’m Skittish 


T here’s a revolving door at 
Davies hall these days and 
through it are passing an ex¬ 
citing parade of guest conduc¬ 
tors, visiting orchestras, major 
league soloists, and the partici¬ 
pants in this year’s '‘Mostly 
Mozart Festival.”

some reviewers back to their 
style primers in search of new 
superlatives.

Hard to Swallow 


The last article, which includ¬ 
ed the first perfect attendance 
listing for our league, drew a lot 
of flack from a few bowlers who 
felt they had been slighted by not 
having their names appear on 
the list. In an attempt to soothe 
their bruised egos, the following 
is the criterion that was used to 
determine whose name would be 
included in the premier PA list. 

As you know, some teams have 
six members. Therefore, if two 
members of one of these six- 
member teams are absent on the 
same night, this leaves four 
bowlers present, and the rules 
state that there must be five. 
This circumstance necessitates 
that the Team Captain select the 
name and average (—10) of one 
of the two absent bowlers with 
which to fill in the vacant posi¬ 
tion (bringing the team strength 
to five as is required). The bowl¬ 
er whose name and average 
(—10) is used that night is re¬ 
corded on the bowling establish¬ 
ment records and the league rec¬ 
ords as absent, while the atten¬ 
dance record of the absent bowl¬ 
er whose name was not utilized 
that evening remains unaffected. 
(This forms a good case for alter¬ 
nating the absentee names 
whenever reasonable in order to 
be as fair as possible with regard 
to the attendance records. Of 


course, consideration must be 
given to the average that offers 
the team the best chance of win¬ 
ning, but that, once again, is the 
Team Captain’s decision.) 

If you find this possibility un¬ 
comfortable, there are two ways 
to get around it: one is to not 
miss an evening of bowling; the 
other is to request your Team 
Captain not to use your name! 
average if you and another team 
member are absent on the same 
evening. Either solution por¬ 
tends its own distinct problem; 
but, to my knowledge, they pro¬ 
vide the only alternatives to hav¬ 
ing the word “absent” written on 
your record. 

Only 12 bowlers actually were 
present all 20 evenings and 
bowled all 60 games. However, 
a total of 53, as stated in the cited 
article, did bowl every evening on 
which they were scheduled. Both 
of these accomplishments are 
equally impressive and justly de¬ 
serve the immense pride their 
achievers must feel. On the other 
hand, if some bowlers reap sour 
grapes from the contents of their 
attendance records, I suggest 
they attempt to consume this bit¬ 
ter harvest with the same pride 
that 53 of their fellow bowlers ex¬ 
hibited this past Winter Season 
in regard to attendance.

Fitness in die Eighties: 
Chuck Norman 

Keeping Fit, Keeping Busy, 

Keeping On the Move

T his week’s Fitness 80’s per¬ 
son is Chuck Norman, a su¬ 
pervisor at San Francisco 
Adult Probation Department. 

Norman keeps himself in 
shape by working out on Mon¬ 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays at 
the International Center, 50 Oak 
Street, near Van Ness and Mar¬ 
ket. In addition, he walks the 
distance between the gym and 
his Noe Valley apartment. Add 
to that a strict low-cholesterol 
diet and avoiding alcohol (except 
for a glass of wine with dinner), 
drugs and cigarettes. Norman, 
loves to travel and maintains a 
mellow attitude. It’s understand¬ 
able he's in good shape. 

Chuck was born in Corinth, 
Mississippi, on July 22, 1943. 
After high school he moved to 
Carbondale, Illinois, to attend 
college. Then he returned to 
Corinth to teach high school 
English, “mainly to please my 
parents." It did not please 
Chuck, however, and he moved 
to St. Louis to give that city a try. 
He was there for two months 
without finding some sort of 
fulfillment, and in July of 1967 
he entered the Peace Corps. He 
was sent to the Claremont Col¬ 
leges near San Bernardino, Cali¬ 
fornia, and then trained for a 
month in Mexico to become a 
“community organizer." This, 
too, was not to Chuck's liking; 
prior to being transported to 
Columbia, he went to Chicago, 
registered, and was drafted. 

Chuck was trained to become 
a medic and expected to find 
himself before long in Vietnam; 
but as fate, and the Army, would 
have it, he was stationed in San 
Francisco. His job description, 
“psychiatric social worker." The 
two years he spent here were the 
“time of protest," and as Chuck 
says, “Here I was in the Army 
and marching in peace demon¬ 
strations.” This must have been 
too good to last because he was 
then transferred to Fort Riley, 
Kansas. “I hated it there. I 
‘classified’just to get out and go 
to graduate school.” 

When he returned to San 
Francisco he was a social worker 
at the Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices briefly. Then in 1969 he 
became a Probation Officer and 
ten years later was promoted to 


a supervisory position. 

I n 1975, while traveling in 
Western Europe, Chuck dis¬ 
covered that after two months 
of carrying around a twenty-two 
pound shoulder bag his weight 
had fallen from 180 to 150 
pounds. He was also working 
out. He decided to participate in 
a study conducted by the Na¬ 
tional Health Institute, a com¬ 
prehensive study of “healthy 
people." It was discovered that 
he had a higher than average 
cholesterol level — 250, when 
the average is 190. He was 
placed on a low cholesterol diet 
and adheres to it to this day. 
Notably, it’s no red meat, or 
greasy foods, and instead baked 
chicken and fish, sandwich 
lunches (often tuna) non-fat or 
lpw-fat milk, etc. Two years after 
he began the diet, his cholesterol 
level was down to 135. 

Chuck’s thrice weekly work¬ 
outs are from 5:15 to 7:30 PM. 
Often, leaving work, he admits 
he’s not really “up” to it but 
typically after he goes he feels 
“relaxed and rewarded." He uses 
only free weights. His routine is 
done mainly with light weights 
and covers all muscle groups. He 
concentrates, however, on legs 
and particularly on anils. Here, 
instead of the usual 3 sets of 10 
reps, he’ll bench press 5 sets and 
graduates the weight from 145 to 
185 and will finish with a cou¬ 
ple of (10 reps each) sets at 205 


and sometime 215 pounds. He 
also concentrates on his stomach 
by doing as many sit-ups as 
possible. 

The International Center, he 
says, is an old gymnasium,.once 
a school gym, but Chuck enjoys 
it and continues there in defer¬ 
ence to newer, trendier spas. 
“I've been going for so long, I’ve 
grown to know and like the peo¬ 
ple. It's a good cross-section. 
There’s a pool, but for some rea¬ 
son, 1 don't use it.” He pointed 
out that Gay people are very 
comfortable there. 

Beside weight training and 
walking, Chuck's only other 
form of exercise is a night of 
dancing, possibly once every 
other month at the I-Beam. 

His admitted weakness is a 
love affair with desserts: ice 
cream, truffles — “I could eat 
chocolate every day, all day.” He 
spent an inordinate amount of 
time describing to me how a 
Llaagen Dazs Blackout Cake is 
constructed and finished with, 
“Oh. It's just heaven." He suc¬ 
cumbs to this temptation about 
once per month. 

Travel is a favorite subject. 
Chuck’s been to Australia, the 
Far East, Scandinavia, South 
America, and last year, “the big¬ 
gie, Egypt.” He has no travel 
agent and part of the fun is the 
preparation. “I do everything on 
my own . . . copy timetables 
. . .” He'll lodge at places that 
are “nice, but inexpensive.” He 
hasn't been to India or Turkey, 
but at this point in his career he 
has the vacation time for many 
possibilities. He plans this year 
to see more of the United States. 
“I’ve never been to New Eng¬ 
land anti IVI lilfp to. gO.”_ 

On turning 40 recently Chuck 
said, “At first I was a bit ap¬ 
prehensive. But I’m in better 
health now than when I was 
twenty." ■

DLP has existed in our midst 
for a couple of unheralded years, 
but that’s changing rapidly. 
Spreads in several magazines 
have brought renown to the 
Castro Street pornographer, and 
the professional quality and 
hair-raising immediacy of his 
Direct-to-Video methods give 
customers a rise. 

Lust’s artfulness with his 
• video camera is much appreci¬ 
ated when the subject is Danny 
DeLong.

ingly intense. 

DeLong takes his cock in his 
mouth, and doesn’t just lick the 
tip or nibble at the head, like so 
many other self-suckers. 
DeLong takes the whole thing, 
down to the root, and the camera 
zooms in so we can see each hair 
follicle in detail. DeLong’s balls 
rest on his face as his tongue 
swirls around his cock and his 
fingers explore his asshole. Po¬ 
tent stuff. DeLong radiates sex¬ 
ual energy as he uses his arms to 
pump his inverted torso, quite 
literally fucking his own face, 
shooting a frenzied load down

though his tone seemed a bit 
thinner than usual, he ably com¬ 
pensated with all the tender 
lyricism and nervous energy 
required. 

As if to ensure giving listeners 
their money’s worth, the incredi¬ 
ble flautist gave a lively rendition 
of Carl Stamitz’s “Flute Concer¬ 
to in G.” This is hardly a major 
work but is charming nonethe¬ 
less, and Mr. Rampal happily 
demonstrated the virtuosity that 
has earned him his reputation. 

It was left to Aaron Copland’s 
Symphony No. 3 to provide 
Eduardo Mata with a shining 
hour for his San Francisco de¬ 
but. The results did more harm 
to his credibility as an interpreter 
than Copland’s as a writer, but 
the Symphony itself did not 
emerge unscathed. 

The Third pretty much ex¬ 
hibits everything that is good 
about Copland’s large scale 
music but it also betrays every¬ 
thing that is banal unless it can 
be molded by the sensibility of 
an understanding conductor. A 
Bernstein or an Ormandy can 
dig deep and inject wit into the 
bombast, soften the mediocre 
with elegance and revel in the 
heartily enthusiastic pages while 
investing enough energy to high¬ 
light the fascinating develop¬ 
ments. 

It would seem that Mata does 
not have that kind of grip at this 
stage in his career. The dance 
rhythms, so important in propel¬ 
ling the score through its epi¬ 
sodes of big and small state¬ 
ments, were flat and uninspired. 
The tempi seemed slack and the 


his throat. And this is the mellow 
video, David’s JO Two being the 
more purposefully aggressive 
solo! 

There are posing, weightlift¬ 
ing and JO segments to separate 
DeLong’s bouts of self-suck, and 
they’re fine for pacing. You’ll 
want to rerun his specialty, 
though, to see and hear him coo 
contentedly at the taste and feel 
of his own jism as he milks the 
last drops from his cock, caress¬ 
ingly rolling his balls over his 
nose and cheeks. 

David’s JO Two is not as 


all-stops-out finale had to con¬ 
vince with volume rather than 
conviction. 

Mata’s way with Ravel may be 
better than sex but his approach 
to the red-blooded pleasures of 
Aaron Copland is more like birth 
control. The music pours out 
and the climaxes are reached, 
but the seminal germ is arrested 
and the aftermath is flat and 
uninspired. 

That’s as purple as my prose 
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(ahem) laid back as David’s JO 
(Tape C), sort of a rondo finale 
to the Brucknerian adagio of the 
first solo. While DeLong once 
again offers the same specialty, 
there is more change here than 
pace. The video camera gives us 
many more close-ups; what we 
lose of the full balanced view is 
compensated by the screen-size 
view of cock sliding between lips 
or screen-size tongue licking slit. 
We are also given mesmerizing 
side views, especially of the 
hard-hitting orgasm and 
DeLong’s post-climax refusal to 
stop eating. DeLong’s deadpan, 
serious mein says he knows that 
we know he gets off on himself 
and knows we’re getting off on 
watching him get off on himself 
while we’re watching. Delicious 
circles here, coming to fruition in 
DeLong’s mouth. 

I loved the slippery mushings 
of DeLong’s more shallow forays 
into his mouth, and was aroused 
by lubricious squishing of his 
deeper jams into his throat. The 
visual is as good as the aural, 
with close-ups that’ll make you 
feel you could reach out and lick. 
The close-ups nearly become 
abstract compositions of lip and 
dick, creating a surreal world 
where everything and every¬ 
where is cock in a landscape of 
mouth. David outdoes himself 
for excitement in the second 
tape. 

Self-suck may be ah acquired 
taste, both for the practitioner 
and the voyeur. If you’re inter¬ 
ested at all, these tapes are the 
Bayreuth of bazooka eaters. The 
practitioner of self-suck will find 
extreme justification, and tech¬ 
nique of an advanced state. The 
voyeur will find an incredibly in¬ 
tense sexuality and multiple 
orgasms. A warning to the curi¬ 
ous passerby — you may become 
a convert. Self-suck takes a lit¬ 
tle practice; don’t hurt your 
back. 

One final note: Self-suck is 
certainly Safe Sex! ■
